The dark ages 

Gay' still means predator' 
in California toum 

by Katie Szymanski 

I magine thriving in an established 
gay community one day and then 
suddenly being targeted with homo- 
phobic, AIDS-phobic accusations the 
next. In the last two decades of the 
AIDS epidemic, a lot has improved, 
yet so very little has changed, a North¬ 
ern California man recently learned. 

Chad Wyatt, known as Chad Sei- 
bold when he lived in San Francisco in 
the 1980s (Wyatt changed his last 
name when his mother did), is 
presently serving time ih the Siskiyou 
County Jail in Yreka, charged with sev¬ 
eral counts related to having sex with a 
minor. The accuser, a 16-year-old high 
school student in Ashland, Oregon, has 
a known reputation for lying about his 
age, according to locals. Wyatt, who 
denies having sex with the youngster 
and believes the accusations are retali¬ 
ation for refusing advances, say/ his • 
bail jump from $75,000 to $250,000 
when a judge discovered he was HIV¬ 
positive. AIDS also plays a role in sen¬ 
tencing enhancements, and Wyatt was 
told he faces 38 years in prison if found 
guilty of all the offenses. 

Needless to say, Wyatt’s healthcare 
needs have not been met in jail, where 
his HIV medications were abruptly 
stopped for a week and his pain med¬ 
icine was discontinued without ex¬ 
planation. 

“I have endured an incredible 
amount of undue pain and suffering,” 
Wyatt told the Bay Area Reporter dur¬ 
ing a telephone interview last week 
from jail. “I am an innocent man. The 
conditions I face on a daily basis are 
atrocious.” 

Life is a far cry from what it used 
to be for Wyatt, who once was Mr. 
South of Market, posed for the Bare 
Chest Calendar, and was very active in 
charitable fundraising for gay-related 
causes here in San Francisco. Wyatt 
moved to New York City in 1989, then

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Hormel says Ashcroft opposed him 
as ambassador because he's uau

Attorney General-designate 
John Ashcroft opposed his 
1997 nomination to the post 
solely because he is openly gay. 

Late Tuesday, the Senate 
Judiciary Committee voted 
10-8 to forward Ashcroft’s 
nomination to the full Sen¬ 
ate, which could vote on the James Hormel 
controversial nominee as 
early as Thursday, February 1. Democrat Russ 
Feingold of Wisconsin voted with all nine Re¬ 



publicans on the committee 
in approving Ashcroft. 

Hormel, a longtime De¬ 
mocratic Party activist and 
well-known gay philan¬ 
thropist, made the charge at 
a Capitol Hill press confer¬ 
ence opposing Ashcroft’s 
nomination last Thursday, 
January 25. 

Hormel also said that he 
had no recollection of ever 
meeting Ashcroft when he 
would visit college campuses 
around the country as dean 
of students for the Universi¬ 
ty of Chicago Law School 
more than 30 years ago. 
During the news conference, which in¬ 
cluded AFL-CIO leaders and others opposed 



to Ashcroft, Hormel flatly denied Ashcroft’s 
recent testimony before the Senate Judiciary 
Committee that the former governor of Mis¬ 
souri had known Hormel for “a long time” 
and that Hormel had “recruited” him to at¬ 
tend the law school. 

Hormel strongly objected to Ashcroft’s 
deliberate use of the anti-gay code word “re¬ 
cruit” during his Judiciary Committee testi¬ 
mony because the word is used by anti-gay 
groups to refer to the alleged education of 
men into the so-called gay lifestyle. 

Hormel, a former dean of students and di¬ 
rector of admissions at the University of 
Chicago Law School and heir to the Hormel 
meat packing fortune, was eventually named 
ambassador by President Clinton in 1999 - 
during a congressional recess when no Sen¬ 
ate vote was required on his nomination. 

Before the recess appointment, however, 
then-Missouri Senator Ashcroft and Senator 
Jesse Helms (R-North Carolina), members of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
voted against Hormel’s appointment to the 
Luxembourg post, although Ashcroft never 
even attended the committee’s hearings on 
HormeFs nomination. 

Several right-wing Republican senators 
managed to hold up the 1997 nomination 
until Clinton bypassed the Senate with 
Hormel’s recess appointment. 

During his recent testimony before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, Hormel said 
that he had written and called Ashcroft sev¬ 
eral times to meet with him over his nomi¬ 
nation to the post but said that Ashcroft 
never bothered to return his calls. 

Hormel also noted that in his written an¬ 
swers to the committee, Ashcroft justified his 
failure to respond to the repeated requests for 
a meeting by saying that he and his staff were 
too busy with the work of the Senate to meet 
with him.

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Gays jittery about Bushs faith-based initiative

I n unveiling his controversial faith-based ini¬ 
tiative Monday, January 30, President 
George W. Bush said, “Compassion is the 
work of a nation, not just a government.” 
Bush’s initiative aims to extend greater gov¬ 
ernment support to religious organizations 
providing community services. He claimed the 
program would not support religious views. 

Many gays and lesbians greeted the an¬ 
nouncement with wariness. That caution was 
based upon the historic way in which much 
of organized religion has demonized mem¬ 
bers of the community and the difficulty of 
separating faith from service. Some churches 
were wary of the strings that would come 
with government largess. 

“We shouldn’t be afraid of it,” said Rich 
Tafel, executive director of Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans and himself an ordained Baptist 
minister. The gay and lesbian community has 
“a huge number of people of faith,” he said. 
“That message needs to get through” to the 


Republican Party and the American public. 

What Tafel does fear is that gay commu¬ 
nity opposition to the initiative might come 
to be interpreted as “secular gays versus reli¬ 
gious America,” which, given the standing of 
religion in American society, he feels would 
be a recipe for disaster. 

Tafel cautioned that the pro¬ 
grams have to be “even-handed” 
in their implementation. He rec¬ 
ognizes that government funding 
could be misused to support “the 
pseudo-science of ex-gay min¬ 
istries, which could do real harm” 
to gays and lesbians. He said they 
are counseling the Bush adminis¬ 
tration on how to avoid making 
those kinds of mistakes. 

“We are looking at the propos¬ 
al and have not yet taken a posi¬ 
tion,” said Winnie Stachelberg, political di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights Campaign. She 
declined to say more until they have had an 
opportunity to study the details of the pro¬ 
posal. 


“I don’t have a problem with religious- 
based organizations providing services if they 
are the best ones to do it,” said Terje Anderson, 
executive director of the National Association 
of-People With AIDS. His endorsement came 
with the caveat, “If they really have the ties in 
the community and if they can do 
it in a manner that is welcoming to 
people of all faiths, or lack thereof, 
and if they can suspend the judg¬ 
ment that goes with it.” 

“We have always argued that 
faith communities shouldn’t be 
held to discrimination policies. If 
their faith says that homosexuali¬ 
ty is wrong, they shouldn’t be 
compelled to hire somebody who 
is gay,” said Steven Baines, a min¬ 
ister and executive director of 
Equal Partners in Faith, a coali¬ 
tion of gay-affirming groups within many de¬ 
nominations. “But that all changes if you are 
going to start taking government money.” 

He reminded the churches that he works

Volberding to head 
Veterans Medical Center

U niversity of California, San 
Francisco professor of 
medicine Dr. Paul Volberd¬ 
ing has been appointed chief of 
medicine at the San Francisco Vet¬ 
erans Affairs Medical Center, ac¬ 
cording to a UCSF announcement 
Tuesday, January 23. 

Volberding also assumed the 
post of vice chair of the UCSF De¬ 
partment of Medicine. He will leave 
his post as director of the UCSF 
AIDS clinical service - the UCSF 
Positive Health Program - based at 
San Francisco General Hospital, 
which he helped start in 1983. 

“We are excited about Paul’s 
new position at the Veterans Af¬ 
fairs Medical Center,” said Dr. Lee 
Goldman, who chairs the Depart¬ 
ment of Medicine at UCSF. 

“Although his title is changing, 
the university is proud to be pro¬ 
viding greater leadership opportu¬ 
nity to one of the world’s distin¬ 
guished figures in AIDS research,” 
Goldman said in a press statement. 

Volberding, an oncologist by 
training, will remain as principal 
investigator and co-director of the 
UCSF Gladstone Institute of Vi¬ 
rology and Immunology and the 
UCSF Center for AIDS Research, 
which is part of a national net¬ 
work organized by the National 
Institutes of Health. 

Volberding will oversee physi¬ 
cians working at the Veterans 
Medical Center, including special¬ 
ists in such fields as cardiology, in¬ 
fectious diseases, psychiatry, gen¬ 
eral internal medicine, and other

medical specialties, according to 
the announcement. 

In 1983, two years after he 
joined the UCSF medical staff, 
Volberding, along with Dr. Don¬ 
ald Abrams and the late Dr. Con¬ 
stance Wofsy, established Ward 86, 
the first program at San Francisco 
General Hospital for treating peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. 

“We are extremely grateful for 
Paul’s many contributions, includ¬ 
ing his work to found and develop 
the world’s first AIDS clinic and 
inpatient service, and to expand 
clinical and basic AIDS research at 
San Francisco General Hospital,” 
said Dr. Talmadge King, vice chair 
of UCSF’s Department of Medi¬ 
cine and chief of medical services 
at San Francisco General Hospital. 

“We wish him every success at 
meeting the challenges he will face 
in his new position,” Talmadge 
added. The hospital will conduct 


a national search for Volberding’s 
replacement. 

Volberding worked with col¬ 
leagues to perform clinical trials of 
many of the “first antiretroviral 
drugs on ADS patients and has 
continued to test and study new 
treatments for HIV infection and 
AIDS,” according to the an¬ 
nouncement of his new position. 

Volberding is a member of the 
Institute of Medicine of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences and 
has led several AIDS clinical trials 
including treatments for Kaposi’s 
sarcoma as well as the early trials 
of the controversial antiretroviral 
drug AZT in people who tested 
HIV-positive but had not devel¬ 
oped symptoms of HIV infection 
or AIDS as defined by the federal 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

Under Volberding’s direction, 
the UCSF Positive Health Pro¬ 
gram at San Francisco General 
Hospital developed what is now 
an international standard model 
of medical, nursing, and social 
service care for people with HIV 
and AIDS. 

According to the UCSF an¬ 
nouncement, Volberding will be 
responsible for promoting re¬ 
search, patient care, and teaching 
in all medical specialties provided 
by the VAMC. 

“His broad array of talents in 
clinical treatment and research will 
be of great benefit to us and to the 
V’s national commitment to pa¬ 
tient care, education, and research,” 
said Dr. Diana Nicoll, Ph.D., MPA, 
chief of staff at the Veteran’s Affairs 
Medical Center. T

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Heated debate sparks hate 

Gay commish alleges vicious verbal attack

i he raucous debates over new 
y conflict of interest rules be¬ 
ll fore the San Francisco Rede¬ 
velopment Commission did not 
end with last Tuesday’s tabling of 
the motion. Instead, the tension 
within the city agency was report¬ 
edly punctuated by homophobic, 
anti-AIDS statements and a pos¬ 
sible death threat. 

Redevelopment Commission¬ 
er Mark Dunlop was very much in 
favor of the proposal before the 
commission on January 23, which 
sought to require commissioners 
to disclose their social engage¬ 
ments with developers and lobby¬ 
ists as part of the public record. 

“Commissioners are making 
decisions that involve millions in 
public money and some of them 
have very tight relationships with 
developers,” Dunlop told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “My feeling was, if 
you’re having meetings and din¬ 
ners with developers, the public 
has a right to know.” 

Commission Vice President 
Leroy King disagreed, testifying that 
the measures violated his “rights as 
a citizen and a commissioner.” 

King and two other commis¬ 
sioners tried to kill the measure, 
but the agency decided to delay the 
vote until February 6. The meeting 
then recessed for a short break, 
and Dunlop and King remained 
seated next to each other at the 
table. That’s when Dunlop heard 
the beginnings of what would be¬ 
come a disturbing conversation. 

“Commissioner King was star¬ 
ing at me with hateful eyes when 
he said, ‘You’re not a man; you’re 
not a real man,”’ recalled Dunlop,

who added this was not the first 
time King had attacked the open¬ 
ly gay commissioner’s “manhood.” 

King allegedly then said Dun¬ 
lop’s HIV disease was “a sickness 
that was starting to affect the 
mind.” King also said, according to 
Dunlop, that he knew people who 
could “take care” of him. 

“I was stunned,” said Dunlop 
of the exchange. “His behavior 
was so extraordinarily inappropri¬ 
ate. It’s sad that a public official 
feels he can threaten another pub¬ 
lic official, and use AIDS as an at¬ 
tempt tip shame me.” 

King did not return phone 
calls from the B.A.R. seeking com¬ 
ment about the incident. 

Dunlop plans on filing a police 
report to deal with what he views 
as a very real threat to his safety, 
and fellow Commissioner Ramon 
Romero said he would be happy 
to .back up the accuracy of Pun- 
lop’s account. 

“I was sitting where, we-always 
sit when we took a break, and 
heard very clearly Commissioner 


King tell Commissioner Dunlop 
that he was not a real man, that his 
illness was effecting his mind, and 
that he was going to have some¬ 
one take , care of him,” Romero 
told the B.A.R. “And he said all of 
this in a very threatening manner.” 

Dunlop does not know how 
the police will react, nor is he cer¬ 
tain of how this incident will in¬ 
fluence King’s career. Technically, 
any firing of a commissioner must 
"be initiated by the mayor, accord¬ 
ing to Board of Supervisors Presi¬ 
dent Tom Ammiano, who would¬ 
n’t be sad to see King go. 

“I think King should resign,” 
Ammiano told the B.A.R. “He has 
embarrassed himself in terms of 
his remarks about ethics, and he 
certainly shows no respect for 
Mark and the whole community. 

I don’t think San Francisco needs 
that kind of personal prejudice.” 

Phone calls to Mayor Willie 
Brown’s press office were not re¬ 
turned. 

King was appointed more than 
20 years ago by then-Mayor Di¬ 
anne Feinstein and re-appointed 
every term thereafter, most re¬ 
cently by Brown. But the commis¬ 
sioner is probably not on the 
mayor’s list of favorites. Last year, 
Brown reportedly had to scold 
King for his voting record on re¬ 
development matters, and most 
recently, King’s opposition to con¬ 
flict of interest disclosures went 
against the mayor’s own position 
to open the records. 

Dunlop, who decided to go 
public with King’s alleged remarks 
in order to take a stand against 
prejudice and scare tactics, will be 
sworn in for another term at the 
Redevelopment Agency on Friday, 
February 2. V 



San Francisco's transgender task 
force holds town hall meeting tonight

T he city’s Transgender Civil 
Rights Implementation Task 
Force will convene a town 
hall meeting tonight (Thursday, 
February 1) in the Latino Room of 
the San Francisco Public Library. 
All transgender people and inter¬ 
ested members of the public are 
welcome to attend. 

According to Jordy Jones, task 
force co-chair, and Marcia 
Chapdelaine, chair of the task 
force’s public education commit¬ 
tee, the purpose of the town hall 
meeting is to report progress on 
formulating policy recommenda¬ 
tions to the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors on how to address the 
civil rights needs of trarisgendered 
citizens. The meeting also will be a 
forum for people to provide ideas 
and informed opinions on the is¬ 
sues that should be included in the 
task force’s policy recommenda¬ 
tions. The public is invited to par¬ 
ticipate in one of the task force’s 
subcommittees that were created 
to address policy issues in specific 
areas such as hate violence and law 
enforcement, employment, med¬ 
ical and health services, housing 
and public accommodations, and 
public education. 

After legislation was intro¬ 
duced by Supervisor Mark Leno, 
the Transgender Civil Rights Im¬ 
plementation Task Force was char¬ 
tered in May 2000 to examine the 
progress toward implementing the 
1994 amendment to the city’s civil 


rights statute that made it illegal to 
discriminate against transgender 
citizens in employment, housing, 
social services, and medical treat¬ 
ment. The task force is reviewing 
the progress achieved by 30 action 
steps recommended by the San 
Francisco Human Rights Com¬ 
mission in 1994 to implement the 
inclusion of transgender citizens 
in the civil rights statute. After the 
review, the task force may formu¬ 
late new action items to imple¬ 
ment those policy goals. 

It is estimated that up to 2 per¬ 
cent of San Franciscans could be in¬ 
cluded in the transgender umbrella 
that includes all aspects of gender 
expression. HRC includes the fol¬ 
lowing in its definition for the term 
transgender: female and male cross 
dressers; transvestites; drag queens

the letter said. “In addition there 
is some evidence that suggests that 
N-9 may increase the risk of HIV 
transmission during anal sex. 
While further research is indicated 
and is under way, we believe the 
prudent course of action is to re¬ 
duce this risk. 

“The consistent and correct 
use of condoms is an important 
tool in the prevention of HIV in¬ 
fection. If the only condom avail¬ 
able has N-9, clients should be en¬ 
couraged to use it.

Nomination forms should in¬ 
clude why the name being nomi¬ 
nated would be an important name 
to see within the center along with 
aspects of the LGBT community 
that might appreciate seeing the 
name used within the center.

' he Lesbian Gay Bisexual 
Transgender Advisory Com¬ 
il mittee of the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission is 
currently seeking new members. 

The LGBTAC, created in 1980, 
is one of the HRC’s five standing 
committees, and one of the most 
active. The committee researches 
issues, holds hearings with experts 
and community members, and 
advises the full commission. The 
LGBTAC identifies and deals with 
subjects such as economic issues, 
racism, alternative families, trans¬ 
gender issues, and youth issues 
within the lesbian, gay, bisexual, 


and transgender community. 

In the coming months the ad¬ 
visory committee is expected to 
focus further on economic em¬ 
powerment and personal safety is¬ 
sues. 

Past’work of the LGBTAC has 
led to city legislation prohibiting 
discrimination in employment, 
housing, and public accommoda¬ 
tions on the basis of sexual orien¬ 
tation, gender identity, HIV status, 
or domestic partner status.

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Barnes loses the race 
but picks up award for 
Prop. M campaign ad

H e may have lost the cam¬ 
paign, but gay political 
consultant Robert Barnes 
picked up a Pollie Award last 
weekend for the Yes on M televi¬ 
sion ad that featured well-known 
San Francisco drag queen Donna 
Sachet and ran during last fall’s 
election. 

The Pollie Award was handed 
out by the American Association of 
Political Consultants at its January 
27 meeting in Washington, D.C. 

Proposition M, which would 
have created new specialty cater 
gories of taxicabs, went down to 
defeat last November. Proponents, 
including Barnes, Mosher, White¬ 
hurst, & Partners (BMW), a polit¬ 
ical consulting group, raised ap¬ 
proximately $364,000 in their ef¬ 
fort to pass the measure. Oppo¬ 
nents spent far less - under 
$45,000 - and were surprised at 
the election outcome. They main¬ 
tained that the ballot measure was 
an attempt by cab companies to 
get their hands on the valuable taxi 
operating permits, called medal¬ 
lions. Proponents said that it 
would put more cabs on the street. 

One of the things proponents 
spent money on was TV commer¬ 


cials, and one shown often in San 
Francisco featured the impeccably 
attired Sachet, a former Empress, 
trying unsuccessfully to hail a cab 
in front of the Castro Theatre. 

Pollie Awards are given to cam¬ 
paign and public relations firms 
for excellence and creativity in po¬ 
litical advertising. Barnes, a prin¬ 
cipal in BMW, said that the awards 
are “very competitive” and are 
judged by a number of bipartisan 
consultants and organizations. 

Barnes, who produced and di¬ 
rected the commercial, said it was 


the first time an ad featuring a 
well-known drag celebrity had 
won the award. 

“Donna Sachet is a good luck 
charm for any man she decides to 
work with,” Barnes said. “This ad 
had flair and creativity because of 
Donna’s talent and presence be¬ 
fore the camera.” 

Unlike regular commercials, 
television campaign ads are usu¬ 
ally limited to a very small budget 
and often lack creativity. BMW 
beat out over 50 entries to win the 
award. ▼ 
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W isconsin Senator Russell Feingold’s 
Judiciary Committee vote to ap¬ 
prove the nomination of John 
Ashcroft as attorney general was a shocker. 
Feingold was the lone Democrat on the 
panel to vote for the archconservative 
Ashcroft. This was a surprise because after 
mentioning just two positive things about 
the former Missouri senator, Feingold 
launched into a lengthy list of reasons not to 
support Ashcroft’s nomination. Feingold 
even stated that Ashcroft’s undermining of 
Judge Ronnie White’s nomination to the fed¬ 
eral bench was reason enough to vote against 
him. So why did he vote the opposite way? 

In his remarks before the committee’s 
vote, Feingold said he was offering an “olive 
branch” - but not a white flag - to the new 
Bush administration. He then said that he 
hoped that Ashcroft’s confirmation would 
be some kind of turning point in which De¬ 
mocrats and Republicans would become 
more cooperative. 

Thanks, Senator Feingold. We’ll remem¬ 
ber that when the Ashcroft Justice Depart¬ 
ment puts forward names of extremely con¬ 
servative Republicans to hold federal judge- 
ships; and we’ll remember that when the de¬ 
partment chooses not to enforce civil rights 
laws and others put in place in an effort to 
end discrimination in this country. 

Ashcroft is likely to be confirmed by die 
full Senate - perhaps as early as today - but 
Feingold’s committee vote angers us, in part 
because it was obvious from his remarks that 
he has deep reservations about Ashcroft’s 
ability to shed his conservative ideology 
when he begins running the Justice Depart¬ 
ment. In fact, during the committee’s hear¬ 
ings on Ashcroft, Senator Dianne Feinstein 
and others rightly pointed out the apparent 
“confirmation conversion” Ashcroft under¬ 
went as he sat there before the committee, 
testifying under penalty of perjury that he 
would uphold Roe v. Wade and other laws 


with which he personally disagrees. 

To us, it appears that Feingold’s so-called 
olive branch may be a bit more self- 
serving; after all, he is the co-sponsor 
with Republican Senator John 
McCain of the McCain-Feingold , 
campaign finance reform bill that 
the two desperately want Congress 
to approve. How will fellow Repub¬ 
licans view Feingold now that he’s voted 
with them on President Bush’s most con¬ 
troversial Cabinet nominee? It’s 
safe to say that they view him 
more favorably now than if he 
had voted against Ashcroft. 

While we understand that Democrats risk 
being viewed as obstructionists by voting 
against Ashcroft, they cannot simply cave in 


to every one of Bush’s appointments. In fact, 
the Ashcroft nomination is the only one 
against which Democrats are fairly united; the 
rest of Bush’s Cabinet nominees have 
won easy bipartisan approval. And as 
we well know, Republicans certainly 
didn’t give Bill Clinton many breaks; 
members of the Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee - including Ashcroft, who once 
served on it - regularly held up Clinton 
judicial appointees, resulting in a slew 
of vacancies on federal benches 
throughout the country. 

Ashcroft is no friend of 
gays, women, or minorities. 
We wonder how Feingold will respond if the 
new Justice Department begins chipping 
away at basic equal rights. T

®1P here is an important debate going on 
right now in the gay and trans commu- 
St nities about GenderPAC - who we are, 
the work we do, and how we should do it. 

It is unique witnessing such a debate, car¬ 
ried on as it is by so many people and 
groups, regarding one relatively new, and 
still relatively small, national organization. It 
is a dialogue that cuts to the core what kind 
of politics we want to wage, and what kind of 
social change we hope it will lead us to. 

For those still unfamiliar with us, Gen¬ 
derPAC is the national advocacy organiza¬ 
tion working to ensure every American’s 
right to their gender, free from stereotypes, 
discrimination, and violence. This means 
GenderPAC is in effect a “post-identity” 
group, organized around the common issue 
of gender rights rather than representing 
any one group. 

However, some trans activists want us to 
be a trans-only, or at least a trans-focused, 
organization. They have said that being in¬ 
clusive of others leaves them behind or 
somehow obscures them. This is ironic, 
since trans activists have long criticized gay 
organizations for not being inclusive (I’ve 
led some of those demonstrations myself). 

On the other hand, some gay activists are 
expressing confusion, asking what in the 
world GenderPAC could be if it isn’t “that 
transgender group.” They don’t understand 
why we have so many gay people and youth 
involved in our membership and board. 

All of this is symptomatic of the sort of 
questions which always haunt identity pol¬ 
itics about representation, boundaries, le¬ 
gitimacy, and hierarchy. Specifically: who is 
central, who is peripheral, who is inside, and 
who gets left out? 

These questions come to the fore 
whether one is asking if the Human Rights 
Campaign should add bisexuals to its mis¬ 
sion (they haven’t), the Michigan Womyn’s 
Music Festival ought to admit transsexual 
women (they don’t), “post-op” groups 
should admit “pre-ops” (they should), or 


local gay rights groups ought to embrace 
transgender people (some do, some don’t). 

Our penchant for organizing around 
identities is leaving us perilously close to en¬ 
tering the 21st century at the head of a les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgender, intersex, 
leatherqueer, questioning, straight-sympa¬ 
thetic, youth movement, in which each of us 
occupies our own little box, some of us have 
to straddle several boxes at once, others are 
left stranded on the itiargins, and too few of 
the boxes are on good speaking terms. 

Is there possibly another way? Is it per¬ 
haps time we started building move¬ 
ments that stress our commonalties 
instead of our differences, that de¬ 
mand that we build bridges to one 
another instead of burn them? 

In fact, isn’t gender too basic to 
be left to any one group, and too 
fundamental to leave anyone be¬ 
hind? 

Because of all the 
things we have to say to 
each other, first and fore¬ 
most is our gender. It’s the reason we put on 
the clothes we do each morning, style our 
hair a certain way, stand and walk and ges¬ 
ture the way we do. Throughout our entire 
waking lives, we’re carrying on a continuous 
non-verbal conversation with the world, 
saying: this is who I am, this is how I see my¬ 
self, this is how I want you to see me. 

Unfortunately, when we do, we often lose 
our friends, our jobs, or even our lives. Be¬ 
cause in that continuous non-verbal con¬ 
versation, the world is talking back to us, 
too, saying: this is how we see you, this is 
how you should feel, this is who you are al¬ 
lowed to be. 

' It is indisputable that at some time or 
another all of us have been shamed, ha¬ 
rassed, or even ma^e to feel afraid because 
of our gender. So why is it that whenever 
gender is mentioned, it is inevitably written 
down - and thereby written off - as only “a 
trans thing,” thus enabling gay groups to 
make gender an issue about “inclusion.” 
This avoids the inconvenient - if obvious - 
truth that those gay people who have always 


been prime targets for discrimination, big¬ 
otry and violence are those who have been 
picked out and picked on because they are 
“visibly queer” - that is, because of their 
gender. 

Gender is not only “a trans thing.” Gen¬ 
der is a gay thing, gender is a feminist thing, 
gender is a youth thing. 

Gender rights are human rights and they 
are for all of us. 

GenderPAC has recently announced the 
first National Conference on Gender, May 
18-20 in Washington, D.C., specifically to 
bring together all these diverse identities 
and groups who have a common issue in 
gender civil rights. We hope to see you there. 

Because it’s only by coming to- 
gether that we can hope to make 
gender a basic right. And - just 
as we recognize free speech is a 
right for all - so gender, the 
heart of non-verbal ex¬ 
pression, ought to be pro¬ 
tected as well. 

Whether you’re a boy- 
dyke with buzz-cut blue-hair pulled out of 
the ladies room, an FTM fired for transition¬ 
ing on the job, a soccer mom banging her 
head on the glass ceiling because your boss 
believes mothers should be seen and not pro¬ 
moted, or a gay man gender-bashed and gen¬ 
der-baited because some bigot thinks homo¬ 
sexuals are unmanly, GenderPAC is for you. 
We believe you should have the basic right to 
express your gender free from stereotypes, 
discrimination, and violence, and we’re 
working to build a strong and inclusive na¬ 
tional movement to make it so. 

So join us. Come to our National Con¬ 
ference on Gender. Find out how many oth¬ 
ers there are just like you who feel this is the 
time for a new kind of right. This is the time 
for a new kind of movement. This is the 
time to make gender a basic civil right. ▼

If you have gripes 
with the AIDS industry, this is the one 
sure way to put it out of business. 

2. Put “Zero infections - now and 
forever” on your front page and keep it 
there until it’s no longer necessary. 

3. On every ad for escorts, drugs, clubs, bathhous¬ 
es, liquor, insist on the line “Safe sex only - anything 
else is unthinkable.” Drop any ads that do not com¬ 
ply, or insist on inserting your own line of text. What 
advertiser is going to risk the publicity of refusing to 
add this line of text? Even if you do lose some adver¬ 
tising, you’ll make such news that advertisers will 
come flocking. 

4. On page one, as long as it’s necessary, interview 
individuals living with HIV, making sure to report in 
detail the side effects they suffer from protease in¬ 
hibitors. Also interview those who cannot tolerate 
these drugs. 

5. Run weekly profiles of porn stars who were 
filmed having unprotected sex, along with their dates 
of death. 

I’m sure you and your readers can think of more 
suggestions. 

Of course none of the above addresses such issues as 
HIV in Africa. But my suggestions are about the enor¬ 
mous changes in our community we can all make now. 
What could be sexier or more exciting than to know we 
have control over whether our partners live or die, and 
to chose to be heroes?

Excuse me. You wrote that the board of Stop AIDS 
suggests a $50 donation for a reception in honor of 
its departing director, friends, and volunteers [Leifield 
to leave Stop AIDS Project,” January 18]. According to 
your report, this agency has in three years over dou¬ 
bled its staff from 13 to 31, increased its annual bud¬ 
get to $2 million, created new workshops for targeted 
populations, added outreach offices, and interviewed 
opinion leaders (who are they?). Yet the number 
thought to be practicing safe sex has decreased from 
70 percent to 60 percent, crystal abounds, self-esteem 
remains low, and concern over rising HIV incidence 
now appears justified if not fully confirmed. That in 
mind, I’d be reluctant to give one of its volunteers the 
time of night, let alone its board $50. 

Twenty years ago, there used to be sarcastic talk 
about “RGLs” - “responsible gay leaders” who were 
anything but. We need to hear such talk again. Maybe 
for starters with regard to Stop AIDS: Is it responsible 
to pass off street polls as scientific indicators of sexu¬ 
al behavior? Is it responsible to describe Stop AIDS as 
community-based while it regularly holds closed 
board meetings? Is it responsible to say we have bath¬ 
houses when we don’t and everybody knows you have 
to go to San Jose or Berkeley to visit one? Is it re¬ 
sponsible to claim credit for getting condoms in bars 
when it was a lone activist who agitated for them be¬ 
fore the supervisors and health commissioners and 
did so in the atmosphere of sex panic which lingered 
from the 1980s and early 1990s? 

Responsible gay leadership wants the community 
to embrace heterosexual values, believe that HIV 
causes AIDS, and regard ACT UP/SF members as 
thugs. I’d rather go to HEAL meetings and read Peter 
Duesberg than swallow so easily.

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Bring in the 'big guns’ 

Presenting these two articles with opposing views 
of AIDS rates and death is very contradictory unto it¬ 
self [“HIVInfections on rise in SF,” and “SF AIDS cases, 
deaths continue to decline,” January 25]. 

Should we understand that the B.A.R. is flinging 
its arms wide open giving the impression of “come 
one, come all,” or are you asking us to question what 
is going on at the DPH as well as this small collective 
that Mayor Brown brought together recently to dis¬ 
cuss HIV and AIDS rates in a closed door meeting? 

It is interesting to see that one group is bantering 
projections and estimates (not raw figures) around 
like HIV and AIDS are some type of game. 

Of course, it is a game of numbers, for this is what 
provides the mayor with figures to declare a state of 
emergency in San Francisco; therefore, providing an 
influx of money to keep AIDS researchers happy, 
politicians busy, the CEOs of the ASOs bankrolled, 
as well as a flurry of negative but free publicity for 
San Francisco and its gay community, around the 
world. 

It also keeps gay men and their sexuality “under 
control” and “in check” by those who do not under¬ 
stand us, those who can not stand us, those who want 
to do away with us and those who would like to see 
us persecuted and jailed. 

The DPH weighs in with its own figures (based on 
actual numbers) on page three, which states that AIDS 
cases and deaths are down for the eighth straight year. 
We should be celebrating in the streets, hugging and 
kissing. Instead, the media continues this social con¬ 
struct of indecisiveness that continually divides us, 
pitting brother against brother, as well as community 
against community. 

Because there is so much infighting and disagree¬ 
ment among our political and medical leaders alone 
on how to approach these figures, I think it is time to 
bring in the big guns. 

I feel the only way to get true and accurate num¬ 
bers of this whole dismal mess is to start what Michael 
Petrelis recently reported to the Advocate, “The only 
way San Francisco will ever control HIV transmission 
rates and what they mean for those most at risk for 
HIV, especially gay men, is by applying STD names 
reporting law to HIV-positive tests.” 

Why not? It would be an extremely effective way 
to reach actual raw figures instead of pesky numbers 
that are being pulled from the air, based on tests that 
are not FDA approved, Stop AIDS Project’s “night raid 
questionnaires” or even the infamous rectal gonor¬ 
rhea theory. These only provide “indicators” that 
someone is infected with HIV. Who wants indicators? 
I want facts! 

I think the gay community deserves better than 
being toyed with and led around by ghostly numbers 
that end up vaporizing into a cloud of dust. Let us see 
actual figures from HIV and AIDS tests. And while we 
are at it, let us see an HIV test that is accurate enough 
to test for proteins that are exclusive unto itself in¬ 
stead of proteins that are found in 60 other factors, 
including pregnancy and past pregnancies. 

In conclusion, I do not think this is asking for 
much when we are dealing with a pandemic disease, 
which has killed less people over the last 15 years than 
heart disease, breast cancer, and other lethal illnesses 
combined, and still gets the most funding from the 
government.

Quick history lesson

In fact, the first woman elected to the Board of 
Supervisors without prior incumbency was Miss 
Margaret Mary Morgan, who was elected on Novem¬ 
ber 8, 1921, a full 48 years prior to Ms. Feinstein. In 
those days, the board included 18 members with nine 
elected for four-year terms every other year. Miss 
Morgan received 39,956 votes, finishing seventh. Al¬ 
though she was defeated for re-election, during her 
four years she saw San Francisco elect Mae Ella Nloan 
and Florence Kahn to represent different districts of 
the city in Congress. Further, Mrs. Kahn’s mother, 
Mary Prag, was a member of the Board of Education 
at the time of her election to Congress. Curiously 
enough, after Mrs. Kahn’s defeat in 1936, no woman 
would serve high office except for the Board of Edu¬ 
cation) from San Francisco until Clarissa McMahon’s 
appointment in 1953.

Problems at sperm bank 

I want to relate an experience that I had recently 
with the Rainbow Flag Sperm Bank in Oakland. I con¬ 
tacted them last September and I was asked many 
questions related to my health, my parents, and my 
sexual practices. I recall that I did not keep it a secret 
that I had taken Prozac for about one month a few 
years ago. 

An appointment was set up, which I kept in 
order to give them a sperm sample. On Friday, Jan¬ 
uary 19,1 again returned to their office in order to 
discuss my health and to get a physical examination 
from them. I brought along a questionnaire that 
they had sent me and which I completed. The em¬ 
ployee going over my questionnaire - the only per¬ 
son of that agency that I had ever spoken with - told 
me that I had not previously told them that I had 
taken Prozac. He also reacted negatively when I, as 
a Hispanic (I am mostly of Spanish descent), listed 
several Mediterranean countries from which I pre¬ 
ferred the biological mother to have roots in. In 
other words, that I had not checked off that the 
mother could be Hispanic. 

This person said that he would have to discuss the 
“Prozac” issue with the director. After some minutes 
he returned, informing me that it was recommended 
that I not go through the program because it was un¬ 
likely that any woman would choose for me to be the 
father. 

My complaint is not that I was not chosen to go 
through the process, my feelings of anger stem from 
the fact that I was not informed from the very begin¬ 
ning - from the first conversation over the telephone 
- that they would prefer not to accept men who have 
taken antidepressants. Yes, I am Hispanic, however, I 
do not believe in being nationalistic. In any case, I do 
have my cultural concept of how people are to be 
treated and greeted accordingly - something which I 
did not experience in my dealings with the Rainbow 
Flag Sperm Bank.

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How did the Russian 
Revolution affect 
gays and lesbians?

January 1934 (67 years ago this 
month): Soviet authorities order 
mass arrests of gay men in 
Moscow, Leningrad, and other 
cities. 

ip he Bolshevik Revolution of 
^ 1917 brought radical changes 
I to every aspect of life in the 
former Russian Empire, including 
the decriminalization of homosex¬ 
uality. For unlike the old tsarist 
law, the first Soviet legal code, is¬ 
sued in June 1922, made no men¬ 
tion of sex between men. Western 
advocates for sex-law reform 
hailed Soviet Russia as a model of 
enlightenment, but did the revolu¬ 
tion really improve conditions for 
the country’s gays and lesbians? 

Law has always been a relative 
thing in Russia. Tsarist law con¬ 
demned men to four or five years 
of penal servitude for consensual 
homosexual sodomy, but the 
statute was seldom applied, per¬ 
haps due to the general inefficien¬ 
cy of the legal system. And al¬ 
though Soviet law made no men¬ 
tion of homosexuality, jurists 
found other means to prosecute 
both gay men and lesbians. (Les¬ 
bian sex had not been prohibited 


under tsarist law nor mentioned 
in the 1922 code.) 

In fact, soon after the new code 
took effect, a Soviet legal maga¬ 
zine reported on two trials in 
which homosexuals were charged 
with disorderly conduct: One case 
involved a group of gay men, 
mostly sailors, who gathered regu¬ 
larly in a private Petrograd apart¬ 
ment, where some of them 
dressed in drag. The other con¬ 
cerned two women who lived as a 
married couple in a provincial 
town; one of them had changed 
her name from the female Yev- 
geniya to the male Yevgeny and 
dressed as a man. The author of 
the report complained that there 
was no specific law on the books 
to deal with such cases and 
warned, “Homosexual behavior 
spreads not only among people 
obviously afflicted with organic 
abnormality, but also by attracting 
suggestible people, ... who acci¬ 
dentally succumb to perverted 
urges.” 

Other commentators ex¬ 
pressed similar concerns about 
dangers to public morality. 
Nonetheless, homosexuality re-

mained legal when the code was 
revised in 1926. Marxist-Leninist 
theory, after all, rejected religion 
and bourgeois morality as the 
basis for its new social order, 
which should be constructed on 
principles of “scientific material¬ 
ism.” Same-sex attraction was seen 
not as a crime, but as a psycholog¬ 
ical and biological abnormality 
that was probably genetic and cer¬ 
tainly difficult to cure. This was 
the view expressed in the entry on 
“homosexualism” in the first edi¬ 
tion of the Great Soviet Ency¬ 
clopedia (1930), which 
ridiculed pre-Revolution- 
ary and Western European 
sodomy laws as “absurd” 
and even harmful in their 
psychological effect on ho¬ 
mosexuals. 

But it would be 
difficult to argue that 
life was easier for gays 
in Soviet Russia. For 
one thing, gays and lesbians had 
enjoyed a relative tolerance in the 
tsarist regime, especially after the 
Revolution of 1905 forced Tsar 
Nicholas II to adopt a constitution 
and ease censorship restrictions. 
In these years, gay and lesbian cul¬ 
ture blossomed, with the appear¬ 
ance of books openly celebrating 
queer love such as Mikhail 


Kuzmin’s Wings (1906), a gay 
coming-of-age novel, and Lidiya 
Zinovyeva-Annibal’s Thirty-three 
Abominations (1907), about a tor¬ 
rid lesbian love affair. Gays also 
found ardent defenders in such 
figures as the parliamentarian 
Vladimir D. Nabokov (the father 
of the Russian-American novelist) 
and the mystical philosopher Vasi¬ 
ly Rozanov. 

But if homoerotic culture 
seemed fashionably daring to for¬ 
ward-thinking Russians in the 
early 20th century, in the years 
after the Bolsheviks seized power, 
gay issues were thought to be not 
so much immoral as irrelevant in 
a society building socialism. 
Kuzmin and other queer writers 
continued to be published in the 
1920s - though with increasing 
difficulty - but their works were 
largely ignored by reviewers and 
their gay themes never discussed. 

But even this semi-benign offi¬ 
cial indifference was not to last. Life 
became more and more precarious 
for Russian gays, especially as the 
political struggle after Lenin’s 
death in 1924 made any expression 
of nonconformity suspect. When 
Joseph Stalin consolidated his hold 
on power in the late 1920s, respect 
for individual privacy, always ten¬ 
uous at best in Russia, vanished en¬ 
tirely. On December 17, 1933, the 


Communist Party announced a 
law recriminalizing consensual 
sodomy between men, with a pun¬ 
ishment of three to five years of in¬ 
carceration. The law, which came 
to be known as Article 121, viewed 
homosexuality not merely as 
moral or psychological debility, but 
as a bourgeois, counterrevolution¬ 
ary crime against the state and the 
working class. 

The new measure came into ef¬ 
fect March 7,1934, but the Soviet 
police had already taken action 
two months earlier, rounding 
up gay men in Moscow, 
Leningrad, Odessa, and 
Kharkov. The repression 
was brutal. According to 
one report, there were 
some 3,000 Muscovite gay 
men imprisoned in a labor 
camp in the far north 
by the late 1930s. 

Kuzmin died in 
early 1936, before he 
could be arrested, but his lover, 
the writer Yury Yurkun, was ar¬ 
rested in the fall of 1937 and se¬ 
cretly executed a year later after a 
15-minute trial. In his case, as in 
many others, the charges were 
based not on homosexuality per 
se but on suspicions of anti-Sovi¬ 
et activity, with which homosexu¬ 
ality was often linked. 

The state’s persecution of gays - 
often involving forced confine¬ 
ment in psychiatric hospitals - 
continued until the late 1980s, 
when Mikhail Gorbachev’s policy 
of glasnost allowed the birth of a 
new Russian gay and lesbian move¬ 
ment. In 1993, two years after the 
disintegration of the Soyiet Union, 
Article 121 was finally repealed, 
and homosexuality was once more 
decriminalized in Russia. T

Anti-hate campaign on 
MTV a good first step

E ver since the beating death 
of Matthew Shepard in 
1998, there’s been a succes¬ 
sion of creative responses to the 
murder, including an off-Broad- 
way play, a poetry anthology, a 
choral work, a Melissa Etheridge 
song, and a nonfiction account. 
Shepard’s ordeal is now being 
translated for the screen, with 
one TV movie, Anatomy of a 
Murder, recently airing on 
MTV, and an NBC movie and 
a feature-length film in the 
planning stages. 

Admirably, MTV’s film 
about Shepard rose above 
sensation to the level 
of educational tool. 

Still, much more pub¬ 
lic education is 
needed to 
wake up kids, 
their parents, 

their teachers, and their political 
representatives to the human face 
of hate. 

Clearly, Anatomy of a Murder 
won’t win any awards. The acting 
and writing were about the caliber 
of those in an after-school special, 
and Matthew Shepard’s own 
mother announced that she did 
not endorse this adaptation. In 
addition, the depiction of Aaron 
McKinney, one of Shepard’s 
killers, as almost subhuman prob¬ 
ably undermined the ability of 
many viewers to understand how 
prejudice works. If people can’t 
summon up even the slightest 
identification with Shepard’s 
murderer, they can easily dismiss 
McKinney as a twisted aberration. 

MTV, however, took its movie 
about Shepard a step further, in¬ 
augurating a yearlong campaign 
called “Fight for Your Rights” to 
educate its mostly young audience 
about discrimination and hate. 
That’s an impressive move, con¬ 
sidering that the station could 
have merely dramatized Shepard’s 
murder (after all, violence sells 
big) and drawn no lessons from it. 

But for 17 commercial-free 
hours following Anatomy of a 
Murder, MTV scrolled narrative 
stories of hate crimes down the 
screen, highlighting the dates, ge¬ 
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Lesbian Notions 


ographic locations, nature of the 
offenses, and occasionally the first 
names of the victims. The crimes 
included just about everything - 
the burning of crosses on the 
lawns of African-American fami¬ 
lies, the beating of Asian store 
owners, the painting of swastikas 
on the walls of synagogues, the 
luring of men from gay bars to 
their deaths. No one escaped the 
hatred of others, not even whites, 
who in several narratives were 
victimized by blacks. 

Appearing continuous¬ 
ly and relentlessly for a 
night and a day, the mind- 
numbing roster of hate con¬ 
stituted a kind of “tough 
love” programming, de¬ 
signed to shock young 
people into awareness. 
The stories underlined the 
connections 
among all the 
various kinds 
of hate, 
whether inflamed by race, gender, 
ethnicity, sexuality, or any kind of 
perceived “otherness.” They also 
clearly demonstrated the potential 
for verbal taunts like “fag” and 
“nigger” to escalate into physical 
violence. . 

Of course, we shouldn’t delude 
ourselves into thinking that MTV 
has become an activist organiza¬ 
tion, when it’s really a profit-dri¬ 
ven corporation. MTV only initi¬ 
ated “Fight for Your Rights” after 
lesbian and gay groups like the 
Gay, Lesbian, and Straight Teach¬ 
ers Education Network, the 
Human Rights Campaign, and the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamatidn repeatedly took the 
station to task for its promotion of 
rapper Eminem and his anti-gay 
lyrics. 

Then, MTV commissioned a 
poll of young people that made 
some unexpected findings. Al¬ 
most 90 percent said they consid¬ 
ered discrimination to be a serious 
problem in our society, and 82 
percent favored adding sexual ori¬ 
entation, gender, and disability to 
a national hate crimes law. “We 
started asking, ‘Could MTV have 
a role here?”’ a programming ex¬ 
ecutive told the Washington Post. I 
assume that if 90 percent had said 
discrimination was just fine, MTV 


might never have launched this 
programming at all. 

We should keep in mind, too, 
that the 17 hours took place from 
10 p.m. Thursday night until 3 
p.m. the following afternoon, mak¬ 
ing it impossible for many school- 
age kids to view them. In contrast, 
rapper Eminem’s videos, which 
spew hate lyrics, are a regular part 
of MTV’s prime-time scheduling, 
although the station claims it is no 
longer “promoting” him. 

Still, MTV’s anti-hate initiative 
is important no matter how it 
came about. It serves as an anti¬ 
dote to the immensely popular 
rapper and puts his message of 
hate into much-needed perspec¬ 
tive. Is Eminem really the rebel 
artist he claims to be or an oppor- 
- tunist who discovered he could 
profit by fueling the hate of young 
people? Is it cool to bash “fags,” ei¬ 
ther verbally or physically, when 
you or virtually anyone you know 
could be next in line for bashing? 

Programming like MTV’s is a 
good start, but it still falls far short 
of the mark. Many of the more 
; than 1,000 messages posted on the 
station’s bulletin board 
(www.fightforyourrights.MTV.co 
m) following the marathon bear 
this out, varying from calling the 
program “pathetic” and an attempt 
to “brainwash white America,” to 
the chilling suggestion that “if you 
can’t handle the abuse, don’t be gay 
(or don’t come out at least).” 

One post, however, sums up 
the heart of the problem: “When 
people are educated and under¬ 
stand something, they no longer 
fear it.” Lacking a national hate 
crimes law that includes sexual 
orientation and a president and 
an attorney general who support 
one, we need to push our local 
school boards and legislatures 
harder for policies and laws that 
send a clear message about the 
unacceptability of hate. ▼

J ' ust as victory was claimed by 
opponents of Dr. Laura Sch- 
lessinger and the plug was 
pulled on the stopdrlaura.com 
Web site last week, another foe, 
Bush’s attorney general nominee 
John Ashcroft, faced the start up of 
his opposition Web site, 
roevbush.com. But unlike stopdr- 
laura.com, Ashcroft’s opposition 
Web site is desperately short on 
time to make its point and affect 
public opinion. 

Although time is working 
against them, co-founders of 
roevbush.com, some of whom 
were involved with the stopdrlau- 
ra.com site, have taken the new site 
beyond its ultimately successful 
predecessor in creating an action- 
oriented Web page. The intention 
is not only to inform the site visi¬ 
tor, generate mail to U.S. senators 
and the nation’s newspapers, but 
also to build a national database of 
the names of Ashcroft opponents 
that can assist in even more rapid 
responses to future threats to 
LGBT and other human rights. 

In a single visit to the site, the 
nation’s more liberal populous can 
send letters to their state’s two sen¬ 
ators and President Bush, forward 
the Web site to five friends or fam¬ 
ily members, and learn more than 
they probably would ever want to 
know about the nominee’s stand 
on issues from race and abortion 
rights to gay and lesbian rights. 

Phyllis Schlafly, Pat Robertson, 
and Bob Jones University all call 
Ashcroft friend, according to this 
Web page. Here, you can learn 
from Human Rights Campaign

I I § hether Gay Television 
Network will launch as 
W If expected on February 2 
over the Dish Network is up in the 
air so to speak, as the two compa¬ 
nies involved in the debut are 
telling different stories about what 
agreements they may have. 

Co-Media Chief Executive Di¬ 
rector Marvin Jenkins told the Bay 
Area Reporter on Monday, January 
29, that his company does have a 
signed contract with EchoStar 
Communications Corporation of 
Littleton, Colorado, which distrib¬ 
utes the Dish Network. 

EchoStar spokesman Marc 
Lumpkin told the B.A.R. on 


Monday that EchoStar does “not 
have a signed contract with Co- 
Media, GTN, or Triangle Broad¬ 
casting.” 

Lumpkin added that the origi¬ 
nal GTN news release was put out 
without the knowledge of 
EchoStar, and they had not autho¬ 
rized its release. Lumpkin would 
not say if negotiations were ongo¬ 
ing with Co-Media, saying that 
EchoStar is continually talking to 
various companies that provide 
programming. 

Jenkins, when asked to com¬ 
ment about Lumpkin’s denial of a 
contract, again said that Co- 
Media had a signed contract with 
EchoStar, and that the GTN news 
release “was accurate.” He stated 
the company is “going to put the 


first and last page of the contract 
on their Web site” (wWw.weare- 
gaytv.com). 

Jenkins said that Co-Media 
had sent a letter to EchoStar apol¬ 
ogizing “for not doing a joint re¬ 
lease.” He also added that 
EchoStar had requested a color 
change for the EchoStar logo in 
GTN’s four-color ad that ran in 
some LGBT publications. But he 
said EchoStar had not changed 
any content in the ad. 

Jenkins feels that EchoStar was 
upset when news of GTN ap¬ 
peared in national media, rather 
than just in the gay press. Jenkins 
said they are continuing to nego¬ 
tiate possible agreements with 
other satellite and cable compa¬ 
nies about carrying GTN. Y 


Arkansas sodomy law goes to court

JPH n Monday, January 29, 
„ ! Arkansas Circuit Court Judge 
lyP David Bogard heard argu¬ 
ments in a case against the state’s 
sodomy law. The suit was filed by 
the Lambda Legal Defense and Ed¬ 
ucation Fund in January 1998, and 
the state has repeatedly tried to 
have it dismissed. Both sides filed 
motions for summary judgment, 
asking the court to decide the case 
on its merits without a trial. 

The plaintiffs in the case - 


seven Arkansas gay men and les¬ 
bians - have argued that the law 
violates their rights to privacy and 
equal protection under the law, 
and does not achieve any impor¬ 
tant state interest. According to 
Lambda supervising attorney 
Susan Sommer, the plaintiffs “are 
saying that the government 
should not be peering into 
Arkansas bedrooms to investigate 
adult consensual intimacy.” In ad¬ 
dition, the plaintiffs claim that the 
law fuels anti-gay sentiment in the 
state. They say they face a constant 
threat of prosecution and poten¬ 


tial related harms such as loss of 
employment and child custody. 

Unlike the Louisiana sodomy 
law that was argued last month, 
the Arkansas law bans consensual 
sex, including oral and anal sex, 
only between partners of the same 
sex. Violators iare subject to a 
$ 1,000 fine and a jail term of up to 
one year. In 1975, the state re¬ 
pealed a similar sodomy law that 
banned oral and anal sex among 
persons of any sex or orientation; 
following the repeal, the state Leg¬ 
islature in 1977 enacted the cur¬ 
rent same-sex only statute. Y

headed for Yreka to live close to his 
mother as he began to get more ill. 
Because Yreka was not exactly an 
urban center, Wyatt would often 
cross the state border into Ashland, 
where a small LGBT community is 
known for its hospitality. Unfortu¬ 
nately, say those who witnessed the 
fateful chain of events, being too 
friendly as a gay man can still be 
used against someone. 

The story behind Wyatt’s cur¬ 
rent situation started several 
months ago, according to Bob 
Rauhl, the owner of a coffee and 
chocolate shop in downtown Ash¬ 
land. The young accuser would 
often visit the shop and introduce 
himself to older men as a 21-year- 
old college student, said Rauhl, who 
added that he had to warn several 
friends not to bite the bait of the 
underage teen. The boy also told 
Rauhl and others that he was HIV¬ 
positive, which later was reportedly 
deemed to Be untrue as well. 

Last fall, just as Rauhl had 
started to get to know Wyatt, two 
events happened in quick succes¬ 
sion: the teenager, who reportedly „ 
had a troubled life, wound up in a 
mental hospital for self destruc¬ 
tive behavior, and Wyatt was ar¬ 
rested on October 18. According 
to Wyatt, he sent the boy a get well 
card, which was intercepted by 
hospital staff. The staff asked the 
boy if Wyatt was a man he had 


slept with, and the boy answered 
affirmatively. 

“He gained my sympathy,” said 
Wyatt of his accuser, “and I be¬ 
came a big sucker.” 

The boy later elaborated, 
telling a police detective that he 
and Wyatt engaged in oral and 
anal copulation on two different 
occasions in Wyatt’s home and 
that although there were condoms 
all around the house, Wyatt never 
used one. 

“I am absolutely incapable of 
doing that,” Wyatt told the B.A.R. 
of those charges. 

Wyatt has been in jail ever 
since, and Rauhl has yet to see any 
signs that indicate a positive out¬ 
come. 

“Here is a gay guy with AIDS 
who is pretty much being left to 
rot in jail at the allegations of a 
teenager known to be a chronic 
liar and revengeful,” said Rauhl. 
“I’m no expert at all this stuff, but 
I see injustice.” 

Wyatt’s first attorney was cer¬ 
tainly no catch, a private civil 
lawyer who took all of Wyatt’s sav¬ 
ings and missed several meetings. 
Wyatt said he is now happy with 
his public defender, but support¬ 
ers believe that Tim Pappas, the 
prosecuting attorney in the case, js 
heavily motivated to get a convic¬ 
tion for his own political endeav¬ 
ors. Pappas has worked on legisla¬ 
tion with Assemblyman Dick 
Dickerson (R-Redding), author of 
many “tough on crime” laws, in¬ 
cluding one that makes statutory 


rape a charge that cannot be ex¬ 
punged from one’s record. 

“This defendant knew the vic¬ 
tim was 16, solicited him back to 
Yreka and engaged in these acts 
with this boy knowing he had 
AIDS,” Pappas told a judge during 
a December hearing. “This defen¬ 
dant poses an extraordinary risk 
to the community.” 

For Rauhl, seeing his friend go 
through this is like a watching a 
horror film. 

“I still can’t believe all of this is 
happening in 21st century Amer¬ 
ica,” said Rauhl, who is worried 
most about Wyatt’s health. 

Wyatt, for the time being, is 
“hanging in there,” encouraged by 
his new attorney and an investiga¬ 
tor who seems to be making head¬ 
way. Although his arrival at the jail 
was marked with abuse - fellow in¬ 
mates were aware of his charges and 
HIV-status - Wyatt is now in his 
own cell and managing moment by 
moment. As for his accuser, Wyatt 
feels both sorrow and anger. 

“I’ve heard myself described as 
a ‘predator’ with regard to these 
things that I am simply not capa¬ 
ble of doing. But in reality, he is 
the predator,” said Wyatt. “If he 
wants to kill himself, fine, I just 
don’t know why he has to drag me 
down with him.” Y

Safety considerations 

KALETRA should not be used with ergotamine, ergonovine, dihydroergotamine, and 
methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, Methergine® 
and others, Halcion® (triazolam), Hismanal® (astemizole), Orap® (pimozide), Propulsid® 
(cisapride), Rythmol® (propafenone), Seldane® (terfenadine), Tambocor™ (flecainide), 
Versed® (midazolam). 

Taking certain drugs with KALETRA could create the potential for life-threatening side effects. 
Always talk to your doctor or pharmacist before starting new medications. 

KALETRA should not be taken if you have had an allergic reaction to KALETRA 
(lopinavir/ritonavir) or any of its ingredients. 

Pancreatitis and liver problems have been reported in patients receiving KALETRA. 

In some patients taking protease inhibitors, increased bleeding (in patients with hemophilia) 
and diabetes/high blood sugar have occurred. Changes in body fat have been seen in some 
patients receiving ARV therapy. Some patients receiving KALETRA have had large increases 
in triglycerides and cholesterol, which should be monitored before and during therapy. 

The most commonly reported KALETRA-related side effects of moderate severity are: 
abnormal stools, diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea.

Generic Name: lopinavir/ritonavir 
(lop-IN-uh-veer/rit-ON-uh-veer) 

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it each time you get your KALETRA 
prescription refilled, in case something has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with 
your doctor when you start thft medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if you have any questions about 
KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of 
medicine called an HIV (human immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of T 
cells are destroyed, acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to multiply. KALETRA reduces the 
amount of HIV in your blood and increases the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood 
reduces the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system is weak (opportunistic 
infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of KALETRA are not known at 
this time. People taking KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen 
with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium 
avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 
Continue to practice safe sex and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change your treatment or stop 
treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. The dose of KALETRA may be 
different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the 
label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose for adults is 
3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with 
other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months to 12 years of age can also take 
KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose cm- stop taking KALETRA without first talking with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very 
important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short 
time. The virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give KALETRA to others or take 
medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, take it as soon as possible and 
then take your next scheduled dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the 
missed dose. Wait and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, contact your local poison control 
center or emergency room immediately. 

As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach of young children. KALETRA 
liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the 
recommended dose of KALETRA, it c.ould make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your local 
poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should hot take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could cause serious side effects that could 
cause death. Before you take KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or 
are planning to take. These include other prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal 
supplements. * 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please read the section titled 
“MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its ingredients, including ritonavir or 
lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take without a prescription. You must tell 
your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA. 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can cause serious problems or death if 
taken with KALETRA: 

Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, 

D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, Methergine, and others 
Halcion® (triazolam) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) 

Orap® (pimozide) 

Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Rhythmol® (propafenone) 

Seldane® (teifenadine) 

Tambocor® (flecainide) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. 
Rifampin may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary 
supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to 
take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and lead to increased viral load 
and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross-resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® 
(simvastatin) because of possible serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); talk to your doctor before you 
take any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose of other medicines when you are also 
taking KALETRA. Remember to tell your doctor all medicines ydu are taking or plan to take. 


Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor about problems these two 
medicines can cause when taken together. You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low 
blood pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer 
titan 4 hours, get medical help right away to avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can 
explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you should use an additional or 
different type of contraception since KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood. Your 
doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take 
metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

» This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or 
pharmacist. You should report any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doctor may 
be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are thought to be drug related are: 
abnormal stools (bowel movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver problems. People with liver disease such 
as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it is unclear if KALETRA caused 
these liver problems because some patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may 
cause death. You have a higher chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you 
have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The long-term chance .of getting 
complications such as heart attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by 
protease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking protease inhibitors such as 
KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need 
changes in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat happen in some patients getting anti-HIV medicines. These changes may include 
increased fat in the upper back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast and abdomen (stomach area). Loss of fat 
from the face, legs, and arms may also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these conditions are 
not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, these side effects may have been 
due to other medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be 
serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of KALETRA on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are -not known. 

• If ydu are breast-feeding: You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has or will 
have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your 
baby does not already, have HIV, there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: Jf you have liver problems or are infected with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you 
should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new or more serious diabetes or high 
blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the expiration date printed on the label. 
If stored at room temperature up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 
2 months. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any medicine 
away, it is out of the reach of children. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions about this medicine or your 
condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information 
Leaflet. If you have any-concems about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or pharmacist can give you 
information about this medicine that was written for health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a 
condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

Pressed to explain a January 17 
correspondence to the organiza¬ 
tion’s 46 chapters in which he and 
Edward Gatta Jr., Rhode Island- 
based president of the founda¬ 
tion’s board of directors, wrote, 
“In March, we will be moving the 
organization to Washington, D.C. 
and Atlanta, Georgia,” lives, who 
has served at the helm of the non¬ 
profit agency for three years, re¬ 
luctantly acknowledged that the 
letter was accurate, explaining that 
he wanted to avoid publicity that 
could have an impact on lease ne¬ 
gotiations that are not yet com¬ 
pleted. 

“The concern is they have 
made no effort to consult the pub¬ 
lic at all,” said Rick McCormack, 
nine-year volunteer with the quilt 
and a co-founder of its San Fran¬ 
cisco chapter in 1995. “This is 
something that this city and its 
community created.” 

For the last four months, the 
Names Project has been negotiat¬ 
ing a lease buyout with its land¬ 
lord at 310 Townsend Street. Ac¬ 
cording to McCormack, at a re¬ 
cent meeting of the Names Pro¬ 
ject’s approximately 20 staff mem¬ 
bers, lives had assigned him to 
help in the search for a new home 
- in San Francisco. But McCor¬ 
mack said that when he offered to 
follow-up on a lead he obtained 
from San Francisco Supervisor 


Mark Leno concerning a new mu¬ 
seum being planned in the city 
that might be interested in hous¬ 
ing the quilt, “Andy told me he 
didn’t want to do that.” 

In December, when the Names 
Project’s national board of direc¬ 
tors held a meeting in San Fran¬ 
cisco, McCormack alleged that he 
was asked to leave by lives. Mc¬ 
Cormack presumed that this ac¬ 
tion was taken to prevent him 
from hearing about the move. 

lives did not confirm or deny 
many of McCormack’s statements 
concerning the Names Project’s 
secretly planned move, but stated 
that in March 2000 at the last na¬ 
tional chapter conference, “It was 
very explicitly announced that 
there was a possibility of moving 
from San Francisco.” 

And yet even the 20 staff of the 
national headquarters in the 
South of Market neighborhood 
only found out about the move to 
Washington, D.C. within the last 
several days, and reportedly some 
staff are being invited to move 
with the project, while others were 
told that they will have to face a 
special evaluation if they wished 
to be transferred. 

The personal is political 

The quilt has long served as the 
best-known HIV/AIDS memorial 
to the HIV/AIDS dead, effectively 
communicating the tragedy of the 
AIDS epidemic through its im¬ 
mense size and the unique per¬ 
sonal remembrances on each 
panel. 

The story of the powerful 
memorial’s genesis has become 
legend, told and retold in count¬ 
less venues by its founder, Cleve 
Jones. It was in the fall of 1985, 


and Jones had joined thousands of 
San Franciscans in a candlelight 
march memorializing the late Su¬ 
pervisor Harvey Milk and Mayor 
George Moscone, who were mur¬ 
dered by embittered, homophobic 
former Supervisor Dan White in 
1978. The marchers had joined to¬ 
gether for the annual trek from 
the Castro to City Hall as they had 
in previous years, to honor and 
mourn Moscone and Milk. 

But the burgeoning death toll 
from AIDS was also on the minds 
of many protesters at the march, 
taking place in the middle of the 
administration of President 
Ronald Reagan, widely recognized 
for his failure to provide leader¬ 
ship or resources to fight the 
rapidly emerging crisis. A group of 
marchers took their anger to the 
nearby Federal Building, which 
they plastered with placards em¬ 
blazoned with the names of loved 
ones who had fallen to the disease. 

Jones, an openly gay and HIV¬ 
positive community organizer, 
stood in the crowd and gazed at 
the memorial protest. It looked to 
him like a patchwork quilt. 

It took a couple of years for 
Jones, a former Milk staffer, to re¬ 
alize his vision, which drew on the 
uniquely American tradition of 
quilt-making. But the charismatic 
leader rallied and inspired legions 
of volunteers and donors to help 
construct a vast, collective memo¬ 
rial quilt to those who had been 
lost to AIDS. By 1987, a large Cas¬ 
tro storefront was secured and con¬ 
verted into a workshop for seam¬ 
stresses and others to help assem¬ 
ble the fast-accumulating collec¬ 
tion of individual 3 feet by 6 feet 
panels designed and created by 
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I n the state of California, cor¬ 
porations can and do fre¬ 
quently make important deci¬ 
sions behind closed doors. 

But that doesn’t mean everyone 
is going to like it when they’re shut 
out - particularly the long-term 
employees, volunteers, and con¬ 
tributors of nonprofit corpora¬ 
tions - the ones that helped to cre¬ 
ate and sustain the organization. 

Emotions are running high in 
San Francisco among a few volun¬ 
teers who have heard - though 
not through official channels - 
that the Names Project Founda¬ 
tion will be moving its headquar¬ 
ters to Washington, D.C. in less 
than two months, while the non¬ 
profit organization’s AIDS Memo¬ 
rial Quilt, with its nearly 45,000 
panels memorializing people who 
have died from AIDS, will be 
based in Atlanta. 

“We have nothing to announce 
at this time,” said Andy lives, exec¬ 
utive director of the Names Pro¬ 
ject Foundation, on Tuesday, Jan¬ 
uary 23, when asked to comment 
on the reports.

Sister Jeannine Gramick, 
SSND, will speak after the group’s 
Sunday service at Seventh Avenue 
Presbyterian Church, 1329 Sev¬ 
enth Avenue, San Francisco (at 
Irving) at 5:30 p.m. 

Gramick was ordered by the 
Vatican not to speak or write about 
homosexuality - or the Vatican’s 
order silencing her in May 2000. A 
year earlier in July 1999, Gramick 
and Father Robert Nugent were or¬ 
dered to “cease any pastoral work 
involving homosexuals.”

Gramick continues to speak 
out around the country and the 
topic of her talk to the 
Dignity/San Francisco group will 
be on “The Role of Conscience in 
Faith Formation,” 

Gramick’s relationship with 
the School Sisters of Notre Dame, 
the religious order with which she 


took vows, are strained. 

Last May, the leaders of the 
order of nuns issued an unprece¬ 
dented statement that Gramick 
was refusing to comply with the 
Vatican’s order - and was in dan¬ 
ger of being expelled from the re¬ 
ligious community. 

Gramick has publicly charac¬ 
terized the response of the com¬ 
munity as a kind of religious abuse. 

“I feel pained that the Vatican 
and my community leaders have 
now asked me to silence myself,” 
she said in a press statement. 
“After finding my voice to tell my 
story, I choose not to collaborate 
in my own oppression by restrict¬ 
ing a basic human right.” 

This is Gramick’s second ap¬ 
pearance before a San Francisco 
gay religious group. She spoke at 
Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco in January 
2000. T

iyp feet of Barbi Schreiber’s pho¬ 
tography show. Emphasizing the 
strength of PWAs is another reason 
to attend One Life for .Another: The 
Survivor’s Story, a collection of 
Schreiber’s photographic portraits 
produced from 1987 to 1990. 

The Survivor’s Story is on dis¬ 
play at the GLBT Historical Soci¬ 
ety of Northern California from 
February 2 to March 4 and depicts 
individuals who “rejected the sta¬ 
tus of victim ... at a time when the 


AIDS survivor was being por¬ 
trayed solely by images depicting 
the ravaging effects of the disease,” 
according to Schreiber, who de¬ 
scribes the subjects as “pioneers ... 
who wanted to tell another story.” 

The exhibit documents a mo¬ 
ment in history when the repre¬ 
sentation of HIV/AIDS was on the 
brink of a change, which included 
the emergence of queer-positive 
activism in groups like Queer Na¬ 
tion and ACT UP. 

Accompanying the exhibit is a 
roundtable discussion, “AIDS: The 
Artist’s Response,” scheduled for 
Sunday, February 18 from 2 to 4 
p.m.

survivors of people dead from 
AIDS. The Names Project AIDS 
Memorial Quilt was under way 
with its first national display on the 
Mall during the highly successful 
1987 National March on Washing¬ 
ton for lesbian and gay rights. 

Jones, who has retired and now 
resides in Palm Springs, Califor¬ 
nia, was not available for com¬ 
ment at press time. 

Putting aside the question of 
whether the Names Project should 
have allowed public discussion of 
their move away from San Fran¬ 
cisco, McCormack and Felicia Eli¬ 
zondo, also a co-founder of the 
quilt’s San Francisco chapter and 
an HIV educator, said they believe 
the quilt is moving to the East 
Coast because it will be cheaper to 
do displays in Washington. 

“Saving money is quite nice,” 
said Elizondo, a transgender 
woman who serves as a 
spokesmodel with the “HIV Stops 
With Me” advertising campaign. 
“But the majority of the panels 
were made here in San Francisco. 
How am I going to be able to go 


and view the panels I have made?” 

But the Ilves-Gatta letter ob¬ 
tained by the B.A.R. said the move 
to Washington, D.C. “will allow us 
to collaborate more effectively with 
other national and international 
AIDS service organizations, and 
identify and secure strategic part¬ 
ners and funders for our programs.” 
The quilt itself is to be housed in At¬ 
lanta, according to the letter. 

Through its emotional impact, 
the quilt has always served an ad¬ 
vocacy function, and with its 
many displays around the nation 
- including five complete displays 
in Washington, D.C. - also has 
served since its inception as an 
educational and advocacy tool, a 
goal the project’s board of direc¬ 
tors and top management say 
would be better served by relocat¬ 
ing to the nation’s capital. 

“The community is going to be 
robbed,” McCormack stated. “I’ve 
been told that there may be an at¬ 
tempt to kidnap the quilt and 
keep it here.” 

“We have begun to identify 
several options with regard to 
what permanent presence the 
quilt will have in its birthplace, 
San Francisco,” Gatta and lives 
stated in their letter, anticipating 


this concern among the locals. 

“People are going to be nuts 
about this,” said Elizondo, who 
added that she had strong doubts 
that the newly elected president will 
be any more likely to visit the quilt 
with it based in Washington, D.C. “I 
could see it if he was a Democrat.” 

But Gilbert Baker, who was also 
involved in the early days of the 
quilt, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that on a number of levels, mov¬ 
ing the Names Project’s offices to 
Washington, D.C. makes sense. He 
said that he’s surprised that the 
quilt itself isn’t going there too. 
“With George W. Bush in office, it 
makes visibility that much more 
important,” Baker said. “There’s 
nothing more eloquent that the 
quilt panels themselves.” 

McCormack, Elizondo, and 
others acknowledged that they 
have strong emotional ties to the 
quilt, and to loved ones they have 
memorialized in its panels, and 
for this reason, the quilt belongs 
in San Francisco. 

“The quilt by its very nature is 
personal,” lives said. “And it is per¬ 
sonal to all of us, whether it’s 
board members, volunteers, 
panel-makers, donors, staff, or the 
public.” T 
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DPAHC? CHA? HCDL? 
AHCD? Gazoontite!

T he following is an occasion¬ 
al column compiled by the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel 
on issues of concern to people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS. 

Dear ALRP: 

I am HIV-positive. My health 
has been good, for the most part. 
But I’m still concerned: it could get 
worse, and I want to be prepared 
for that. I’m pretty sure that I want 
a living will. Is that the same thing 
as a durable power of attorney? And 
then, how can I be sure my health¬ 
care documents are legal? I don't 
just want some doctor doing every¬ 
thing just to keep me alive. I've got 
Lots of Questions in San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

It’s your life 

Doctors generally will use 
whatever means are available to 
preserve a patient’s life. Your 
healthcare directive lets you vote, 
guaranteeing respect for your 
wishes at a time you are unable to 
speak for yourself. Yet, despite 
broad-based support from patient 
surveys, physicians, state legisla¬ 
tures, and federal legislation ap¬ 
proving and encouraging the use 
of directives, a relatively small 
number of patients have actually 
written such documents. And no 
wonder: while few decisions are 
more important (or personally 
empowering) for you to express, 


formalizing your wishes requires 
some serious thinking, planning, 
and preparation. Do yourself the 
favor of taking the time: it’s your 
life. 

Living wills and durable 
powers of attorney 

A living will, also known as a 
Healthcare Directive or Directive 
to Physicians, sets forth your 
wishes about the extent of med¬ 
ical treatment you want withheld 
or provided in the event you later 
become unable to communicate 
those wishes. A living will, prop¬ 
erly signed and witnessed, oblig¬ 
ates the doctor receiving it to fol¬ 
low your wishes or put you in the 
hands of another doctor who 
will. 

A durable power of attorney - 
sometimes called a proxy - gives 
another person the authority to 
make treatment decisions for you 
if you become unable to make 
them for yourself. Your durable 
power of attorney document may 
also set out your wishes with re¬ 
spect to the treatment you desirq 
- or, you can just leave those deci¬ 
sions to your proxy, also called 
your “attorney in fact.” 

Something to consider: Many 
medical ethicists and treating 
physicians are on record stating a 
preference for working with a 
proxy to whom you have given 
power rather than simply a 
healthcare directive, especially in 
situations where “reversibility” of 
your condition is at issue. Dr. 


Mark R. Tonelli, a prominent 
physician and widely-published 
ethicist, says as much in a recent 
article appearing in Chest maga¬ 
zine (and, no, you won’t find it at 
your gym - gotta go to a medical 
library for this one!). 

Basically, with advances in 
health care, nearly any predica¬ 
ment you are in can look “re¬ 
versible” to the medical commu¬ 
nity. Thus, standing alone, a direc¬ 
tive rejecting care if your situation 
is “irreversible” provides your 
physician little guidance: he or she 
simply cannot factor in your qual¬ 
ity of life preferences. 
Alternatively, someone 
you have empowered 
to have a dialogue 
with doctors is in a 
better position to 
advocate for what 
you would want, es¬ 
pecially if the two of 
you have really taken 
the time to talk 
things out, thus securing your 
quality of life objectives. 

Don’t trust anyone? 

If you do not know anyone you 
trust enough to name as your 
proxy, that is okay. But don’t let 
that stand in the way of creating a 
healthcare directive. It is obvious¬ 
ly still a good idea to formalize a 
directive that expresses your wish¬ 
es about the medical care you 
want. Talk it over with your pri¬ 
mary health care provider(s), get 


the document into your medical 
chart, travel with a copy of it: in 
short, the whole nine yards. 

About those acronyms 

Effective July 1,2000, the Cali¬ 
fornia Health Agency (CHA) - 
charged with developing compli¬ 
ance strategies for advance health¬ 
care directives - implemented 
changes in their Consent Manual. 
These changes sought to comply 
with the recently passed Health 
Care Decisions Law (HCDL). 

The HCDL provides for the 
creation, formation and revoca¬ 
tion of advance healthcare deci¬ 
sions for individuals without 
proxies. CHA’s principle response 
was the introduction of a new 
form called the Advance Health 
Care Directive (AHCD), effective 
July 1, 2000, to substitute for the 
previous Durable Power of Attor¬ 
ney for Health Care (DPAHC) 
forms. 

Sometimes, newer 
really is better 

All DPAHC forms in effect be¬ 
fore July 1, 2000 are still valid. In¬ 
dividuals may also continue to use 
DPAHC forms to establish their 
healthcare directive and/or desig¬ 
nation of proxy. In this case, 
though, the AHCD is not just new, 
it is improved. 

The new AHCD forms have 
the same basic framework as the 
DPAHC forms, but with a few, 
good changes. These changes in¬ 
clude: (1) a clarified introduction 


discussing the legal aspects of the 
power of attorney role; (2) a new 
section about organ donation; (3) 
an added section for individuals 
to designate a primary health care 
physician; (4) an added section for 
individuals to direct doctors to 
treat them for pain alleviation; 
and (5) the elimination of the no¬ 
tary public’s signature line, be¬ 
cause a notary is not always re¬ 
quired. 

A note about pain: On January 
1, 2001, new guidelines on pain 
mitigation took effect. Patients 
now have the right to proper 
pain assessment and 
treatment. Ask your 
primary healthcare 
provider. 

Three essential 
elements 

No matter 
what form you 
use, three things 
make the form 
valid: (1) the health directive 
must include the date of its exe¬ 
cution (a basic contract law 
thing, plus it resolves any confu¬ 
sion about the effective directive 
in the event you have drafted one 
in the past); (2) the health direc¬ 
tive must be signed by either (a) 
the individual or (b) another 
adult who can legally sign the in¬ 
dividual’s name on his or her be¬ 
half. In this event, the individual 
must be present during this sign¬ 
ing and the form must be signed 
under the individual’s direction; 
and (3) the health directive must 
either be acknowledged by a no¬ 
tary public or signed by two wit¬ 
nesses who meet requirements 
specified by the form. 

Where can I get mine? 

You can download an AHCD 
form from ALRP’s Web site at 
http://www.alrp.org. You can e- 
mail ALRP’s client advocate, Ali 
Hall, at ali@alrp.org, and request 
one, or you can write or call ALRP. 
ALRP can also arrange for you to 
meet with a panel attorney who 
can assist you with a healthcare 
directive, directive for finances, a 
will, a special needs trust and/or 
any number of things. Also, local 
special interest groups and clinics 
may provide forms. Your regular 
physician $r local hospital’s pa¬ 
tient representative and/or social 
worker might be good sources for 
forms and advice. 

Since 1983, ALRP has provid¬ 
ed free and low-cost legal services 
for people with HIV in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. ALRP pro¬ 
vides direct services and referrals 
to HIV-sensitive panel attorneys. 
ALRP can assist you in a variety of 
matters, including credit and 
bankruptcy, insurance and em¬ 
ployee benefits, wills and powers 
of attorney, landlord-tenant rela¬ 
tions and housing issues, govern¬ 
ment benefits, employment, con¬ 
fidentiality, and establishing child 
guardianship. This article is not

with him, the Senate was not in 
session,” Hormel told the Bay Area 
Reporter on Tuesday, January 30. 

Hormel has written the Judi¬ 
ciary Committee three times to 
respond to Ashcroft’s erroneous 
and false comments and state¬ 
ments about him. 

When asked to provide the 
committee with instances of his 
contacts with Hormel that would 
prove his claim have known 
Hormel for a long time, Ashcroft’s 
response further confused the 
record. 

“He responded that he had not 


kept a detailed record of every 
contact he had,” Hormel said. 

Hormel reiterated that he 
doesn’t recall a single instance of 
ever having a conversation with 
Ashcroft. 

Hormel characterized 

Ashcroft’s testimony as “disingen¬ 
uous” and pointed out that while 
Ashcroft’s sworn testimony that 
his veto of Hormel for the ambas¬ 
sadorship was not because 
Hormel was an openly gay man, 
his recent written answer to Judi¬ 
ciary Committee questions indi¬ 
cated that in fact it was. 

Ashcroft’s written testimony 
said he opposed Hormel for the 
post because his “record of advo¬ 
cacy” made him unsuitable to be

the ambassador of “the most 
Roman Catholic country in Eu¬ 
rope.” 

“He said that because I’m gay, I 
could not go to a Roman Catholic 
country and be an apt representa¬ 
tive of the United States,” Hormel 
said. 

In 1998, Ashcroft joined with 
his colleague, Senator Bob Smith 
(R-New Hampshire) in sending a 
“Dear Colleague” letter to fellow 
senators, accusing Hormel of 
laughing at the antics of the Sisters 
of Perpetual Indulgence during 
the 1996 LGBT Pride Parade as he 
provided comments to the KOFY- 
TV anchors who were broadcast¬ 
ing the parade. 

“This group is an organization 
of male homosexuals who dress in 
‘drag’ as Catholic nuns,” the letter 
stated. “Mr. Hormel’s approving 
laughter at this despicable group’s 
mockery of the Roman Catholic 
Church is, in our view, beneath 
contempt.” 

Hormel said Ashcroft’s claim 
was a ‘mischaracterization.’ 

The letter also stated that 
Hormel, a well-known philan¬ 
thropist, provided “major fund¬ 
ing” for the film It’s Elementary. 
According to Ashcroft and 
Smith’s letter, “The film advocates 
the promotion of homosexuality 
to children as early as the first 
grade.” 

Hormel, a longtime San Fran¬ 
cisco resident, also served as a U.S. 
delegate to two United Nations 
organizations and as an alternate 
delegate to the United Nations 
General,Assembly. One of the 
posts required Senate confirma¬ 
tion, which was unanimous. 

Ashcroft’s nomination as attor¬ 
ney general also is opposed by 
Senators Dianne Feinstein and 
Barbara Boxer, both California 


Democrats. 

Feinstein said in a January 24 
statement before the Judiciary 
Committee that Ashcroft’s record 
is “ultra right-wing” and “out of 
step with the nation’s electorate.” 

Denouncing Ashcroft as a “di¬ 
visive and polarizing figure” Fein¬ 
stein said if the Senate’s own stan¬ 
dards were applied, Ashcroft 
“would not be confirmed.” 

Feinstein also said the she 


found Ashcroft’s transformation 
on political issues suspect. 

She said that the “old John 
Ashcroft” said that he opposed 
Hormel as ambassador to Luxem¬ 
bourg because Hormel “actively 
supported the gay lifestyle.” 

“Yet,” Feinstein said, “the new 
John Ashcroft promises never to 
discriminate against gays or les¬ 
bians for employment and said 
the reason he voted against Mr. 
Hormel was that he knew him 
personally.” 

Ashcroft has attempted to

with, “If you are going to take gov¬ 
ernment money, you are going to 
have to play by government rules.” 
This concern for separation of 
church and state is why some reli¬ 
gious groups are not enamored of 
government support.

ed charity but not when the gov¬ 
ernment is footing the bill. 

Last year during reauthorization 
of SAMSA, the program that funds 
substance abuse prevention and 
treatment activities, some con¬ 
gressmen pushed a provision that 
would exempt the staff of religious- 
based drug treatment programs 
from having to meet state certifica¬ 
tion requirements. Ultimately the 
provision was not included. 

What “scares” Anderson is the 
possibility of “a de-professional- 
ization of the services that people 
are getting.” He is afraid that peo¬ 
ple will say, “We don’t need social 
workers doing this, we just need 
good warm-hearted volunteers.” 

Baines also worries about 
“which religious institutions are 
going to get the money to actual¬ 
ly provide these social services. Is 
it just going to be faith traditions 
that support Bush?” 

Anderson suspects the pro¬ 
gram will be used to build up the 
institutional infrastructure of the 
religious right “in the same way 
that the right wing has been ac¬ 
cusing AIDS funding of going to 
support gay organizations and po¬ 
litical mobilization.” 

Bush goes to church 

On Sunday, January 28, the 


president and first lady attended 
services at the Lincoln Park Unit¬ 
ed Methodist Church on Capitol 
Hill. It is a predominately black 
congregation. 

The Washington Post reported 
that Mark Tooley, director of the 
Institute for Religion and 
Democracy, a conservative think 
tank, had written to Bush sug¬ 
gesting that “most of the pre¬ 
dominately white churches [in 
the District of Columbia] ... tend 
to be more theologically liberal 
than churches in Texas.” And “a 
more theologically conservative 
church” would be predominately 
black. He included Lincoln Park 
on a list of possible churches to 
attend. 

Last spring the church created 
a bit of a controversy when it 
erected a 4 foot by 6 foot sign on 
its property to announce forth¬ 
coming sermons. They had not 
obtained all of the proper permits, 
which would not have been grant¬ 
ed in the historic district, and the 
sign also blocked the view of traf¬ 
fic at a busy intersection. 

The last straw of a two-month 
campaign to get the sign removed 
came on May 30 when the sign 
cited Genesis 2:18-25 and the 
headline “Was it Adam and Eve or 
Adam and Steve?” The Lincoln 
Park community has a strong gay 
presence and gays and straights 
alike took the message as an af¬ 
front. 


A series of telephone calls to 
the regulatory authorities and the 
local city council member 
brought prompt removal of the 
sign. 

“Why can’t we freely express- 
our beliefs?” asked the Reverend 
Harold D. Lewis Sr. “The sign did 
not suggest hate. It was not in¬ 
flammatory. It invited gays to 
worship. They need to hear the 
Gospel like anyone else.” 

City officials maintain that the 
sign was removed because it was 
not in compliance with city regu¬ 
lations, not because of its content. 

Stachelberg tried to downplay 
reading too much into Bush at¬ 
tending services at that church. 
“The president, as a man of faith, 
needs to worship where he and his 
family feel, comfortable worship¬ 
ing. We applaud that. We know 
that there are many gays and les¬ 
bians who are people of faith as 
well.” She hopes that at -some 
point he might attend a service 
with a predominately gay congre¬ 
gation. 

Tafel was sure that Bush did 
not choose to attend the church 
based on its position on homo¬ 
sexuality. He said the White 
House has been making a con¬ 
certed effort to reach out to blacks 
and this likely was part of that ef¬ 
fort. He too hopes that the presi¬ 
dent will attend a variety of 
church services, including those 
that are gay affirming. ▼

| n 10 years as teammates, prob- 
m ably the only thing Ronnie Lott 
I and Joe Montana never shared 
was the same huddle. 

Whether they were celebrating a 
Super Bowl championship, reeling 
from a stunning loss, or recovering 
from an injury, Lott, the San Fran¬ 
cisco 49ers’ punishing safety, and 
Montana, the team’s unflappable 
quarterback, always knew who 
could put the moment in 
proper perspective. 

In Canton, Ohio last 
July - as the Pro Football Hall 
of Fame enshrined five new 
members - Howie Long, 

Lott, Montana, Dan Rooney and 
Dave Wilcox - the spe¬ 
cial bond shared be¬ 
tween Lott and Mon¬ 
tana was one of the 
dominant themes. 

“Ronnie meant to 
me, not only on the football field 
but off the football field, what a 
true man is supposed to be,” Mon¬ 
tana said in the opening of his 
touching induction speech. 

“Ronnie spoke and Ronnie de¬ 
livered. When he said something, 
he didn’t just say it, he went out 
and did it. I had a few injuries in 
my career and Ronnie was always 
the first there to pick me up.” 

Now Joe has been able to re¬ 
turn the favor. 

In recent Tivo commercials, 
viewers are told that they can pro¬ 
gram shows their own way. 

Tivo’s first ad focuses on 
sports, how a chubby dad is able 
to effectively coach his kids, a roly 


poly boy and girl, by watching 
sports. To the father’s dismay, the 
only thing the boy finds interest¬ 
ing is figure skating. He begins a 
twirling dance in the living room, 
much to Dad’s ire. 

That’s what he gets for expos¬ 
ing them to figure skating. 

Tivo’s second campaign shares 
a focus on sports from an equally 
odd perspective. 

On a palatial golf course, re¬ 
tired San Francisco 49ers Joe 
Montana and Ronnie Lott share 
an intimate mo¬ 
ment on the green. 
The two are inti¬ 
mate friends off-screen and 
off the field. 

Lott complains of “men’s 
itching,” a common problem 
for the athletically in¬ 
clined. Montana ex¬ 
plains with probably 
the best deadpan of 
any jock who’s acted, 
that his latest product, 
Itch Stopper Plus, can do the trick. 

Montana hauls out a large jar 
of what looks like KY jelly, and 
proceeds to discuss the gross 
symptoms of men’s itching, com¬ 
plete with convincing graphics. 

But before Montana “simply 
applies two fingers of the oily 
balm” to Lott’s affected parts - 
namely his groin - the camera 
freezes and jumps to the sales 
pitch for Tivo, “get rid of the stuff 
you don’t want to watch.” 

The intention presumes that 
any normal viewer would not 
want to watch Joe Montana apply 
an oily balm to the itchy genitals 
of Ronnie Lott. 

Not at all under this comic ploy 


is the subtext that you, the “normal 
viewer” do not want to watch any¬ 
thing gay, since to the “normal” 
viewer, the airwaves are rampant 
with perversion, ex-lesbian island 
nudity and pressing newsertain- 
ment stories of celebrities being at¬ 
tacked by their assistants. 

This is how gay people develop 
our extra senses like tolerance, 
gaydar, and taste. When the culture 
tells us what we’d like is bad, we 
learn to think around the culture. 

Ball parked 

There must be a lot of fond 
memories from the four Super 
Bowls they won together, both 
Lott and Montana. Imagine all 
those injuries that needed atten¬ 
tion, all those bacterial areas need¬ 
ing some friendly helpful goo. 

Some of their favorite mo¬ 
ments occurred in practice when 
the first-team offense and defense 
went head-to-head. 

“Some days it was frustrating 
when that ball didn’t hit the 
ground,” said Lott of Montana’s 
impeccable accuracy. “There were 
times when you couldn’t find a way 
to stop him. When he got in the 
zone, it was pretty awesome to see.” 

What would be awesome to see 
would be Joe applying a salve to 
Ronnie’s “affected area.” It would 
also be nice to see Joe applying an 
oily salve to any part of his body, 
or anyone else’s. 

In fact, contrary to Tivo’s pro¬ 
paganda campaign, no doubt 
many viewers willing to pay for a 
handy reshuffle of their favorite 
stars could watch the Tivo com¬ 
mercial over and over, or just Joe.

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HIV far outweighs the risk of N- 
9. However, if given a choice, con¬ 
doms without N-9 are the better 
option for HIV prevention.” 

The letter referred all questions 
about the new policy to Steven 
Tierney, DPH’s director of HIV 
prevention. 

Tierney told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that DPH currently spends 
about $400,000 each year on con¬ 
doms and lubricants. He said his 
department supplies the products 
to a number of organizations, in¬ 
cluding the Stop AIDS Project. 

When asked how he would re¬ 
spond to those who may be critical 
of DPH for not nixing N-9 sooner, 
Tierney said his department makes 
decisions based on available sci¬ 
ence and with community input. 

“We had a community meeting 
a couple of months ago and people 
were concerned from what we’ve 
been hearing about from the stud¬ 
ies,” said Tierney. “When a couple 
of more studies recently came out, 
it just seemed the time to take the 
safest possible approach.” 

The most widely publicized 
study on N-9 was presented to the 
International AIDS Conference in 


South Africa last summer. It found 
that women who used lubricants 
with N-9 contracted HIV at a rate 
50 percent higher than those who 
used lubricants without the sper¬ 
micide. The study was based on 
1,000 prostitutes from several parts 
of Africa. That report prompted 
the Centers of Disease Control and 
Prevention to issue a letter to 
health care providers warning of 
N-9’s potential for increasing the 
risk of HIV transmission. 

The lubricants used in the 
African study had a much higher 
concentration of N-9 than the 
products commercially available 
in the United States, but other 
studies have shown that products 
containing lower concentrations 
of N-9 also are unsafe. 

As the B.A.R. reported last 
week, a recent study of the lubri¬ 
cants ForPlay with N-9 and KY 
Plus found that both products 
could be dangerous if used for 
anal intercourse because they were 
shown to strip the rectum of its 
protective epithelial cells. 

Ironically, the spermicide N-9 
was once touted as an HIV pre¬ 
ventive. It was added to lubricants 
and condoms and marketed to gay 
■■ men. Now, some companies are 
promoting their products for 
being N-9 free. ▼

'Nico and Dani’ 
delights and delivers 

a1 0|A oming-of-age dramas are dicey material at 
best, ever in danger of succumbing to John 
|| Hughes-style cliches about bourgeois 
brats, or at the other extreme, trading in 
voyeuristic chickenhawkery in the grim 
manner of Larry Clark’s Kids. Adding a gay ele¬ 
ment to the mix, while no guarantee of success, 
seems to have improved the genre, if examples like 
Beautiful Thing, Edge of Seventeen , and the glori¬ 
ous babydyke dramedy Show Me Love are any in¬ 
dication. What these films have in common is a 
quiet power, a sense of humor, and an ungrudging 
respect for their teens in the difficult double tran¬ 
sition from “straight” children into gay adults. 

Nico and Dani, opening Friday at the Lumiere, 
joins this select group as one of the best in the 
genre, gay or straight. Directed by Spanish direc- 
tor Gesc Gay, the film is refreshingly upfront in 
treating that often taboo subject, adolescent sexu¬ 
ality. It’s even egalitarian in its approach, superbly 
tracking one boy’s awakening to his gayness and 
another’s to his straightness while exploring the 
sweet, deep bond between them. 

Based on a popular play, Nico and Dani opens 
with a consummation devoutly wished by every 
horny teenager: a gorgeous beachhouse and no 
parents. When Mom and Dad leave for an 
Egyptian vacation, handsome 16-year-old 
Dani (Fernando Ramallo) invites his best 
friend Nico (Jordi Vilches) to spend the

T he San Francisco cabaret scene died sometime 
in the late ’80s. I know because at the time, I was 
covering it for another publication. The reasons 
for its demise are complex, but they involved a 
dearth of talent, the closure of venues, and the 
peculiar new understanding — which continues to this 
day — that restaurant dining constitutes entertainment. 
But with Paula West settling into The Plush Room for 
ten weeks, there is a glimmer of hope on the horizon. 

On opening night, West took the stage in a silver silk 
gown and a pair of new shoes that she soon discarded. 
She is not tall, and her mop of raven hair recalls Diana 
Ross, but mercifully, her stage demeanor does not. She 
seems sweet and unassuming, and her introduction to 
songs is informative and balanced, appropriate to the 
occasion. Backed by her pianist/arranger, Ken Muir, and 
her bass player, Bill Douglass, West delivers a solid song- 
book of jazz standards like “Lush Life,” “St. Louis Blues,” 
and “The Man I Love.” Interspersed between the heav¬ 
ier melodies, she offers a few light-hearted gems. Ac¬ 
companied only by the bass, her rendition of “Can’t 
Take You Nowhere” was a delight; and Cole Porter’s nov¬ 
elty number “Can-Can” was a highlight of the evening. 

West’s alto is a wonderful instrument, carefully 
honed and polished, with good tonal quality. She is al¬ 
ways on pitch, and her diction is sensational. These 
qualities alone put her heads above most singers who 
are currently performing in clubs. If she never changes 
or improves beyond her current level of expertise, West 


cpuld work the club scene as long as she wants. But if 
she wants to take her talent to the next level, a few 
changes are in order. 

West has a repertoire, but she does not yet have an act. 
That compelling personal quality that sells a song, as well 
as the singer, has not yet emerged. And she needs to add 
some notes to her upper register that would lend variety 
to her vocal renditions and take the material places she 
currently cannot. West has a tendency to fall back on her 
fine and mellow contralto a little too predictably. This 
manifests itself in repetitive pitch patterns that make her 
delivery of one song sound too similar to the next. 

In her final encore opening night, West abandoned 
the microphone to deliver a thoroughly charming ren¬ 
dition of “Easy Livin’.” It is quite a testament to her con¬ 
fidence and musicality that she so easily moved past the 
security of her nicely balanced microphone and forged 
without flaw or hesitation into the unamplified un¬ 
known. It also reflects the well-placed confidence West 
has in her accompanists. Paula West is a young woman, 
and she already possesses so much mastery of her art, it 
will be interesting to see where she takes her career. One 
thing is sure: West’s only limitation will be her concept 
of the possible. ▼

Jordi Vilches (Nico) to give such

matter. 

“I knew the actors playing 
Nico and Dani had to be boyish,” 
Gay told us over coffee and ciga¬ 
rettes in a suite at the Hotel Diva. 
“I tried to imagine these two boys 
in bed together, and if they looked 
like two men, it wouldn’t be 
right.” Vilches is now 19, Ramallo 
an old man of 22. 

Ramallo, already a working 
actor, offered himself for the lead 
role. “Nico and Dani was my sec¬ 
ond feature film, but it really was 
my first movie with a big crew — 
you feel insecure. To have the en¬ 
ergy of an actor saying, ‘I want 
this role!’ made me feel secure.” 

Vilches has been nominated 
for a Goya award (Spain’s Oscar 
equivalent) for Best New Actor. 
“He was working in a summer 
circus as an acrobat” when Gay 
found him. “Nico has Jordi’s sense 
of humor. In at least one scene I 
had to tell him, ‘You are acting 
like a clown! But you must be se¬ 
rious.’” 

From the first scene they 
filmed together, there was “chem¬ 
istry between the two boys,” Gay 
said. Of course, OT asked how the 
sex scenes went. “They were excit¬ 
ed to do them — they knew it was 
not typical of Spanish film. They 
were not shy about being naked 
—-1 just remember one night I 
had to send the crew away.” 

There is also a scene in which 
Dani seduces an older man, a 
writer who is a friend of Dani’s 
father’s. Ramallo and Chisco 
Amado, a soap opera actor, play 
the scene, potentially dicey, in a 
way that seems genuine. Gay calls 
it “the Lolita scene.” 

Nico and Dani opened at the 
Cannes Film Festival, and the en¬ 
thusiastic reaction there “really 
helped us. The Spanish distribu¬ 
tor was afraid of the sex scenes, 
and they asked me to cut them. It 
meant the death of the movie for 
me. After Cannes, they realized it 
was OK. 

“I wasn’t trying to make a gay 
film. I was trying to be honest 
about two friends.” He knew he 
had been successful when a friend 
he’d shown the film to said it 
brought back memories of simi¬ 
lar adolescent sex-play with a 
buddy. “We realized that everyone 
had done this.” 

Along with Vilches’ nomina¬ 
tion, Gay has been nominated for 
Goya awards for Best Director 
and, with Tomas Aragay, Best 
Adapted Screenplay.

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Late bloomer 

David Marshall Grant has been 'Snakebit'

|jn|| n television, David Mar- 
p' ft shall Grant helped blaze 
new ground by playing a 
gay character with a visible sex life 
on thirtysomething. On Broadway, 
he was one of the original stars of 
Angels in America, playing a clos¬ 
eted gay Mormon with a Valium- 
addicted wife. Now, as a late- 
blooming playwright, Grant is 
poised to become an important 
mainstream voice dealing with 
gay characters and issues. 

Snakebit, his first produced 
play, had a successful off-Broad- 
way run in 1999, and while two of 
four characters are gay, it was not 
pigeonholed by the press as a gay 
play. The gay connections may be 
more pronounced when it opens 
this week at the New Conservato¬ 
ry Theatre Center, where the play 
is part of the theater’s Pride sea¬ 
son of gay theater. 

“I am a gay playwright,” Grant 
said from his home in Brooklyn. 
“I’m certainly not a heterosexual 
playwright. But I don’t think my 
plays are gay plays. I try to speak 
to themes and issues that are true 
to all of us, no matter whether 
that story is being told through 
straight or gay characters.” 

An odd triangle is at the center 
of Snakebit, made up of Michael, a 
gay social worker stalled in his life; 
his best friend Jonathan, an ag¬ 
gressive actor on the verge of star¬ 
dom; and Jonathan’s fragile wife 
Jennifer, who is growing weary of 
her husband’s self-involvement 
while worrying about their chron¬ 
ically ill daughter. Unbeknownst 
to Jonathan is the brief affair that 
Michael and Jennifer had years 
before, and the specter of AIDS 
becomes an uncomfortable part 
of the equation. 

Michael has something about 
him of the sad-eyed Pooh charac¬ 
ter Eeyore, reveling in his general

state of unhappiness. He has just 
been dumped by his boyfriend as 
the play opens, and is on proba¬ 
tion from his job as social worker 
for getting too involved with his 
clients. He thinks of himself as 
unlucky—snakebit — and Grant 
acknowledged that there is a big 
part of himself in Michael. 

“I was originally interested in 
exploring a pair of friends where, 
for one person everything seems 
to go right, and for the other, 
everything seems to go wrong, and 
how you can sustain a relationship 
with that happening,” Grant said. 
“As I was writing it, it struck me 
that I was romanticizing the vic¬ 
tim, that somehow I found some 
value in being the victim, and it 
was an interesting lesson I learned 
about myself. Like Michael, I am 
constantly at war with myself over 
my own ambition, as if by taking 
care of yourself, some ethical laws 
are being broken. 

“But the most interesting thing 
in terms of me in the play is how 
much I am all three of those peo¬ 
ple. I am without a doubt a mix¬ 
ture of Jonathan and Michael and 
Jennifer. People tend to be much 
more complicated than we realize. 


I think that often what we see is 
not the only part of someone, but 
the part that somehow won that 
day. And that really is true of 
Snakebit and me.” 

The success of Snakebit has led 
Grant to jobs writing for movies 
and television. For HBO, he’s 
working on a movie based on gay 
sex columnist Dan Savage’s ad¬ 
ventures as an adoptive parent. 
And with film director Joel Schu¬ 
macher, he’s at work on a screen¬ 
play about a gay murder in Texas. 

Acting exercises 

Grant has been thinking it’s 
time for him to start exercising his 
acting muscles again, and he cred¬ 
its his skills as a writer to his years 
as a performer. “I write entirely 
from an acting perspective,” he 
said. “I’m constantly asking myself 
what an actor would ask, ques¬ 
tions about intention. I try to ex¬ 
amine what it is a character is re¬ 
ally seeking at that moment, and 
how what they are saying is trying 
to accomplish it.” 

Grant grew up Connecticut, 
where “expectations were not just 
to succeed, but to wildly succeed,” 
he said. “I think the most damn¬ 
ing thing about being gay in this 
country is that people feel in some 
way that it might be an obstacle to 
their dreams. And that’s what it 
represented for me.” 

Discovering theater in high 
school helped provide him a sense 
of purpose, Grant said, “and 
helped ease my feelings of hope¬ 
lessness and depression and anxi¬ 
ety.” But as he became a profes¬ 
sional actor, he felt the need to 
hide his gayness. 

That finally changed when he 
was cast in a recurring role of a 
gay man on thirysomething, and in 
a scene that created a media stir, 
he appeared partly naked in bed 
with another man. 

“I was still being careful and

Leigh Fondakowski on '/ Think I Like Girls'

L eigh Fondakowski is on 
leave from a play about boys 
killing boys to work on a 
play about girls liking girls. Fon¬ 
dakowski, the head writer on the 
Berkeley-bound Laramie Project, 
is in San Francisco to direct the 
premiere of her new play I Think I 
Like Girls for the Encore Theatre 
Company. 

As with The Laramie Project, 
built from interviews in the after- 
math of the murder of Matthew 
Shepard, Fondakowski conducted 
dozens of interviews to create / 
Think I Like Girls. 

“It’s reinventing how theater 
works,” Fondakowski said a few 
days before her play opens at the 
Thick House in Portero Hill. “We 
start from the stage and the writ¬ 
ing comes second, with the re¬ 
hearsals informing the writing. 
The writing is so much richer if 
you can take that time.” 

In addition to serving as head 
writer on The Laramie Project, the 
31-year-old Fondakowski also 
worked with director Moises 
Kaufman on Gross Indecencies:

The Three Trials of Oscar Wilde. 
She began working on I Think I 
Like Girls in 1997, but had to put it 
aside when Kaufman began work 
on The Laramie Project. 

It was in 1997 that she attend¬ 
ed a screening at the New York 
Gay and Lesbian Film Festival that 
planted the seed for her current 
project. “It was a fictional docu¬ 
mentary about a young girl who 
realizes she is gay,” Fondakowski 
said. “After the movie there was a 


talk with the filmmaker, and 
rather than asking about the 
movie, all these women started 
telling their own stories. I started 
thinking that theater has the po¬ 
tential to gather all these stories.” 

And so she began to gather sto¬ 
ries in face-to-face interviews with 
a diverse selection of women. 
“People would say, ‘Oh, I have a 
friend you should talk to,’ and that 
just led from one person to an¬ 
other as I looked for people whose 
stories I thought would be inter¬ 
esting.” 

Fondakowski started creating 
the piece from “those little gems” 
she was able to elicit, and as the 
piece developed, several of the sto¬ 
ries “provide the spine on which 
the other characters are hung,” she 
said. “The poetry comes from all 
these stories mixing together.” 

Obstacle course 

A cast of five portrays the mul¬ 
tiple characters, including an inter¬ 
viewer who represents Fondakows- 
ki’s early role in the process. “I’m 
very interested in identity, and that 
was my entry point,” she said.

'Cafe Depresso' at Exit Stage Left

C afe Depresso is something of 
a messo, but not one with¬ 
out flares of imagination, 
humor, and dramatic intensity. 
This is the third production of 
Tom Vegh’s script, so its sloshing 
mix of styles and stories may be 
considered intentional rather than 
strictly the results of an unrefined 
new work. 

Tanta Productions, which has 
previously staged Oscar Wilde: Di¬ 
versions and Delights, the Theatre 
of the Ridiculous interpretation of 
A Tale of Two Cities, and the musi¬ 
cal revue Broadway Ballbusters, has 
chosen Vegh’s play for its latest 
production of diverse gay-tinged 
theater. The venue this time is the 
firetrap intimacy of Exit Stage Left. 

That means we can be up close 
and personal with the haughty 
Noe Valley psychotherapist who 
secretly likes to wear soiled dia¬ 
pers. Or the guilt-ridden social 
worker whose fantasy is to wear 
rubber underwear while being 
punished by a transvestite sadist. 

Vegh clearly has an interest in 
theatrical shock therapy as he ex¬ 
plores the depressed folks who 
make up a therapy group. But the 
mundane also maintains a hold 
over the script, and at two and a 
half hours, some of that mundan- 
ity could be lost without harm to 
what ultimately is a fairly simple 
we’re-all-fucked-up thesis. 

The play opens with an oddly 
stylized suicide ballet, performed 
by an elderly member of a group 
run by a therapist (an ill-at-ease 
Christopher Libby) who then goes 
into his own tailspin of despair. 
But still he tries to carry on, and 
we see the group in session as he 
ladles out well-meaning plati¬ 
tudes. We also see the group’s 


members at their favorite coffee¬ 
house hangout (presided over by 
Samuel Sheng in one of several as¬ 
tonishingly diverse characteriza¬ 
tions). 

And we see the members in 
their individual adventures. For a 
fussy gay travel agent (the amus¬ 
ing Stephen Pawley), it’s a visit to 
a futurist cybersex emporium 
where you can create the partner 
of your dreams. A lesbian with 
anger issues (an effectively intense 
Barbara Early) turns to acupunc¬ 
ture for relief. A mopey Hungari¬ 
an (a hangdog Matthew R. Burns) 
bemoans his miserable job and 
marriage. And a high-pressure 
real estate agent (a believable 
Kathleen Stefano) undergoes 
brain surgery to help her forget 
her sexually abusive father. 

These scenes often play like 
sketches with their own comic or 
dramatic energies that can seem

D avid Hanbury is a terrific 
performer and a dazzling 
guitarist, but these two tal¬ 
ents don’t always find comfortable 
union in Personal Instrument.

Hanbury exquisitely portrays 
the teenager, illuminating numer¬ 
ous facets of an evolving person¬ 
ality.

duced in New York last year, but it 
hardly mirrored the success of 
Snakebit.

Tragic beauty 

The career of Vivien Leigh 


by Tavo Amador 


B eauty in an actress can be a 
curse and a blessing, because 
it often obscures talent. 
Vivien Leigh fought hard to be 
taken seriously as an artist, but 
many critics remained skeptical, 
only infrequently conceding that 
anyone so stunning could also act. 
Landing the part of Scarlett 
O’Hara, the most coveted role in 
film history, assured her immor¬ 
tality, but her screenwork, though 
not extensive, is often impressive 
and withstands the test of time. 
This is especially true of her 
Blanche DuBois in A Streetcar 
Named Desire (1951), showing at 
the Castro Theatre on Wednesday, 
February 7. 

Vivian Mary Hartley was born 
in Darjeeling, India, in 1913, to 
British expatriates. Educated in 
Europe, she determined quite 
young to become an actress. At the 
suggestion of another student, she 
changed the spelling of her first 
name to make it “more feminine.” 
She studied briefly at the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Arts in 
London, where she met barrister 
Leigh Holman, whom she mar¬ 
ried. She made her British film 
debut in Things Are Looking Up 
(1934). 

Minor English movies fol¬ 
lowed in 1935: The Village Squire, 
Gentlemens Agreement, and a 
Gracie Fields vehicle, Look Up and 
Laugh. Fame came with a West 
End comedy, The Mask of Virtue. 
Her beauty and charm created a 
sensation. Sir Alexander Korda, 
then Britain’s leading film pro¬ 
ducer, signed her to a five-year 
contract. 

Korda had her face Fire Over 
England, an Elizabethan melodra¬ 
ma and her first with Laurence 
Olivier. She took a Dark Journey, 
then dealt with Storm in a Teacup, 
all 1937, as was her next with 
Olivier, 21 Days. The last was bad 
and not released in America until 
1940. She was supposed to star 
opposite Robert Taylor’s A Yank at

Oxford (1938), but MGM mogul 
Louis B. Mayer replaced her with 
former classmate Maureen O’Sul¬ 
livan; Leigh got the second lead, 
the philandering wife of the Don. 
She was superb and received good 
notices for St. Martins Lane, with 
Rex Harrison and Charles 
Laughton (1938). She also did 
some Shakespeare on stage, in¬ 
cluding Ophelia to Olivier’s Ham¬ 
let at Elsinore. 

Her Heathcliff 

By now she and the bisexual 
Olivier were wildly in love and 
had left their respective spouses, 
although the divorces were not 
final. (She remained friendly with 
Holman, and he took custody of 
their daughter, Suzanne.) When 
Olivier accepted director William 


Wyler’s offer to star as Heathcliff 
in Wuthering Heights, Leigh with¬ 
drew from Korda’s The Thief of 
Bagdad to join him in Hollywood. 
But Wyler rejected Olivier’s de¬ 
mands that she be cast as Cathy, 
giving that role to Merle Oberon. 
He offered Leigh the supporting 
part of Isabel. She refused. 

According to Hollywood lore, 
her agent, Myron Selznick, intro¬ 
duced her as “Scarlett” to his pro¬ 
ducer brother David, during film¬ 
ing of the burning of Atlanta 
scene from Gone With the Wind 
(1939). David Selznick still had no 
Scarlett, although Paulette God¬ 
dard and Joan Bennett were under 
consideration. Leigh had longed 
for the part, and accepted the offer 
at once. (Did Selznick want to 
prove his difficult father-in-law,

'Streetcar Named Desire' at the Castro

■p he 1947 Broadway production of Tennessee 
I Williams’ A Streetcar Named Desire continued 
I the theatrical revolution the gay author had 
launched two years earlier with The Glass 
Menagerie. Williams is America’s greatest drama¬ 
tist, and Streetcar is his masterpiece, a play about 
passion, “truth,” and the “impractical,” artistic side 
of his personality clashing with the pragmatic man 
welcoming commercial success and critical acclaim. 
For much of his career, he balanced both. Despite 
censorship, the beauty and power of the work sur¬ 
vives in the 1951 film, playing the Castro Theatre 
on Wednesday, February 7. 

Set in New Orleans, Streetcar is centered on 
Blanche Du Bois (Vivien Leigh) and the impact her 
visit has on her sister Stella (Kim Hunter), broth¬ 
er-in-law Stanley Kowalski (Marion Brando), and 
Stanley’s friend Mitch (Karl Malden). The sisters are 
the last of a genteel, now broke, family. Stanley works 
for a manufacturing company and is ambitious and 
aggressive. His marriage to Stella is founded on mu¬ 
tual lust. The patrician Stella’s frank appreciation of 
Stanley’s sexual prowess shocked audiences and 
frightened censors. Gay playwright Thornton Wilder 
(Our Town ) told Williams that he didn’t believe “a 
girl” of Stella’s background could marry a man like 


Stanley. Williams later commented, “Poor Thornton. 
I guess he’s never had a good lay.” 

The acting is superb. Brando, like Hunter and 
Malden, recreating his stage role, projects sexual 
energy, emotional power, and wary intelligence. He 
recognizes Blanche’s threat to his marriage, snarls 
his warnings, and attempts to send her away. But 
when those efforts fail, he destroys her, relishing the 
process. 

Leigh is shattering as the doomed Blanche. She 
is riveting in her inevitable, terrifying descent into 
madness, a descent triggered when, uncharacteris¬ 
tically, she tells the unvarnished truth about what 
her brother-in-law has done, while he, who has pre¬ 
viously paraded his honesty, calmly lies. Like Bran¬ 
do’s, it’s a landmark performance. 

Censors made director Elia Kazan eliminate 
Blanche’s speech about finding her husband in bed 
with another man and its tragic consequences. 
They also forced a new ending, having Stella vow 
to leave Stanley, not stay with him. But the damage 
isn’t fatal. 

The critical and box-office success won Oscars 
for Leigh (Best Actress), Hunter and Malden (Best 
Supporting Actress, Actor). Amazingly, Brando lost 
for Best Actor to Humphrey Bogart in The African 
Queen, An American in Paris was chosen Best Pic¬ 
ture, and George Stevens garnered Best Director for 
A Place in the Sun. ▼

Albright also got former Attor¬ 
ney General Janet Reno to begin 
her own investigations into simi¬ 
lar trafficking in the US, where a 
reported 250,000 women from 
Mexico and other countries are 
forced into similar situations in 
many US border states and in 
Florida, New York and New Jersey. 


Reno established a work traffick¬ 
ing hotline (1-888-428-7581) to 
report any suspected trafficking in 
the US. 

Albright detailed all this with 
the same circumspection that has 
characterized her tenure as Secre¬ 
tary of State. She added that she is 
often told such things are “cultur¬ 
al.” Her response: “It’s not cultur¬ 
al, it’s criminal.” Albright also re¬ 
minds those who think this stuff 
doesn’t have anything to do with 
them that human rights abuses 
touch each of us eventually. She 
noted how when the US hasn’t 
stepped in to help, evil flourishes 
— like the Holocaust she barely 
escaped. 

We didn’t realize until we 
heard Madame Secretary un¬ 
plugged how very much we would 
miss her, too. Somehow we just 
can’t see the “compassionate con¬ 
servative” team of John Ashcroft 
and Colin Powell pursuing these 
concerns.

Jennifer Lopez had aspirations 
to sing but could not have even re¬ 
motely predicted the success of 
her debut album, On the 6, which 
sold over 6 million copies in 1999. 

“Dividing my time between 
acting and singing is not too 
much of a burden,” said Lopez, 
who was outfitted in a Dolce & 
Gabbana skirt and Versace boots, 
“because I love both equally as 
much. I never thought I would be¬ 
come a successful singer or ac¬ 
tress. The fact that I have been 
lucky enough to succeed in both 
professions is such a great feeling.” 

Lopez, who began her career as 
a Flygirl in 1990 on television’s In 
Living Color, grew up in the Bronx 
and says that she has “always had a 
passion for dancing, which makes 
being able to do videos for my 
songs on MTV so much fun. I still 
get to do what I grew up doing.” 

The Wedding Planner is Lopez’s 
first romantic leading role. “I am 
so used to doing action films and 
sci-fi films,” she says, referring to 
such films as Anaconda, The Cell, 
Out of Sight, and Money Train, 
“that doing a romantic comedy 
was a nice change for me.” 

Lopez is going to take her act- 


plastered on it. “Look at that face,” 
he screamed. “I was lucky enough 
to be able to look at it every day 
while I was making The Wedding 
Planner. Aren’t you jealous?” 

“Too bad he’s married and has 
four daughters already,” I piped in. 
Chambers, who is 30, lives with 
his daughters, all under 6, and his 
wife in New York City. 

“I guess we know what he does 
in his spare time, though,” 
Shankman continued. 

Shankman’s rise through the 
ranks is an interesting story. The 
30something Jew from Brent¬ 
wood, as he labels himself, started 
off as a dancer. After high school, 
he enrolled in Julliard. After five 
years of work as an actor/dancer 
in New York, Shankman moved 
back to LA and began dancing in 
music videos, including those of 
Paula Abdul and Janet Jackson. 

“One afternoon, I was sitting 
around, waiting to dance in a 
video,” Shankman said, “and the 
producer comes out and starts 
screaming that he needs to find a 
choreographer. The one he had 
bailed out. I lied and said I had 
done this and that and blah, blah, 
blah, and since we needed to start 
shooting immediately, the produc¬ 
er had no way of checking out my 
credentials. He hired me as the 
choreographer on the spot. I had 
never really wanted to become 
one, but at that moment, I thought 
to myself, ‘How hard can it be?”’ 

Shankman went on to choreo¬ 
graph scenes in such movies as 
Scream 2, Boogie Nights, The Flint- 
stones, and Antz. 

“It definitely is about being at 
the right place at the right time,” 
he said of his successful career 
thus far. 

How did he get his directing 
stint? “My sister is one of the film’s 
13 producers,” he joked. That is 
part of the reason. When 
Shankman signed on, The Wed- 


ing even further in her next film, 
Francis Ford Coppola’s Two 
Fridas, in which she plays the title 
role in the true story of an artist 
who decided to have a sex change 
and become a woman. While 
Lopez is easy on the eyes, she says 
that “we are going to try to keep 
my looks as close to the real Frida 
[who was by no means a model] 
as possible.” 

Giant steps 

Matthew McConaughey, who 
replaced Brendan Fraser in The 
Wedding Planner, walked into the 
suite at the hotel looking a lot like 
Truman Capote. Wearing black 
sunglasses, a long, black cashmere 
scarf draped around his neck and 
over his back, and sporting a 
shaved head, he insisted on watch¬ 
ing the blowout football game 
that was on that morning which 
determined that the New York Gi¬ 
ants would make it into this year’s 
Super Bowl. 

McConaughey, who is an avid 
outdoorsman, just returned from 
a five-week excursion into the 
woods of Texas, where he owns a 
1,600-acre ranch, complete with a 
rattlesnake pit and an Emu. “I 
brought nothing but some camp¬ 
ing gear and essentials,” he said. “I 
lived off the land. I had fresh game 
every day. Found water, and my¬ 
self,” he said, laughing. “I walked 
out of the woods a little smellier 


and grubbier-looking than when I 
went in,” he laughs, “but those 
times, the times I go off by myself 
for a few weeks, are my favorite 
times.” 

In The Wedding Planner, Mc¬ 
Conaughey saves Lopez’s charac¬ 
ter from imminent death and falls 
instantly in love. The only prob¬ 
lem? He already has a fiance. 
When Lopez discovers his secret, 
all hell breaks loose. 

“This is one of the first charac¬ 
ters I’ve played where I am not re¬ 
ally defined by my profession,” 
said McConaughey. “I’ve been a 
lawyer, a cowboy, a theologian and 
a lieutenant in different films. 
Being a doctor, in this film, 
though, is really beside the point.” 

Too sexy for the role 

“When I first met Jennifer 
Lopez,” said the flamboyant direc¬ 
tor Shankman, “I did not want her 
to be in the film. I thought she 
would be too sexy for the role. I 
didn’t think Jennifer would be 
someone a bride-to-be would 
want around her fiance.” 

Upon entering the suite to do 
the interview, Shankman picked 
up a postcard with the face of one 
of the stars of the film, Justin 
Chambers, also a model for CK, 
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The handsome young Dani and his best buddy Nico initiate a beachhouse orgy. 


also to discover an increasingly 
strong interest in each other. 

Lending a hand 

As in many such budding rela¬ 
tionships, their feelings aren’t en¬ 
tirely in sync. Dani, a sensitive boy 
who’s writing a novel, finds his 
feelings for his friend running 
away from him. Nico, eager to lose 
his virginity before hitting 17, is 
more casual. They spend time 
playing “table football,” tinkering 
on a motorcycle, swimming, and 
hunting, but at night they engage 
in “krampack” — Spanish slang 
for “a hand job with a little head.” 
Nico’s happy to participate, but 
these innocent encounters take on 
larger significance for Dani. Dani 
introduces Nico to a novel way to 
masturbate that many viewers 
may want to try for themselves. 
They sit on their hand until it be¬ 
comes numb, and then imagine 
it’s somebody else’s hand getting 
them off. Significantly, when Nico 
asks who Dani’s dream-masturba¬ 
tor is, he says, “I don’t know,” not 
yet able to come to grips with the 
fact that it’s Nico he’s thinking of. 
For Nico, the answer is an amus¬ 
ingly laconic “the TV anchor- 
woman.” 

The sex in Nico and Dani is 
fresh without being overly titillat¬ 
ing, as if discovery of sexuality is 
as natural as taking a swim. When 
Nico finally goes to bed with Elena 
— after much discussion between 
them — the camera withdraws 
gracefully as Elena disrobes. The 
film also manages a seemingly im¬ 
possible feat, making the sex be¬ 
tween Nico and Dani sensual 
without being lurid or pandering. 
During one of their mutual mas¬ 
turbation scenes, Dani turns out 
the light and his head drifts down 
in a “krampack” move that Nico, 
at first startled, can’t resist. 


Rubber breaks 

The script’s richness of inci¬ 
dent and constant stream of wit 
gives a context to the action and 
characters that makes it consis¬ 
tently engaging. In a witty scene 
where the boys are shopping for 
condoms, Dani complains about 
the girls’ constant intrusions on 
their summer idyll: “We spend all 
day running around with the 
boomerang and sandwiches,” he 
laments. The pragmatic Nico’s 
mind is elsewhere: “We need ice 
and rubbers. Get plenty, just in 
case they break.” In another clever 
scene that shows the film’s absur¬ 
dist thrust, the four meet for 
what’s allegedly going to be a 
beachhouse orgy. They mock the 


ways of adults by dressing like 
their parents and exchanging 
pompous pleasantries. “Yes, the 
weather’s unbearable.” 

Dani’s growing love for Nico, 
and Nico’s increasingly inability to 
return it in kind, opens the way for 
an intriguing subplot, a gay family 
friend’s infatuation with Dani, that 
the film tellingly explores. There 
are a few other threads here, but 
the focus is mostly on the ever- 
changing relationship between 
Nico and Dani, the ways they find 
of balancing their deep friendship 
with other impulses that threaten 
to separate them. 

The film has a fresh, airy look, 
shot in bright pastels appropriate 
for a summer escapade in a sea¬ 
side town. Ultimately, though, it’s 
the actors who carry the day. Fer¬ 


nando Ramallo superbly renders a 
troubled but ultimately strong 
young man who can’t help but be 
true to his feelings, no matter 
where they take him. Jordi Vilches, 
discovered by the director work¬ 
ing as an acrobat in a small-town 
circus, is brilliantly deadpan as 
Nico. Commenting on the neces¬ 
sity of finding two stars with the 
proper chemistry, he has said, “I 
was thinking of Redford and 
Newman, Lemmon and Matthau, 
Laurel and Hardy, or Delon and 
Belmondo.” But no such compar¬ 
isons, even sarcastic ones, are nec¬ 
essary. Ramallo and Vilches — 
and the film — deliver. ▼

Concerts on CDs

M fter you attend enough con- 
certs, you begin to realize a 
® - couple of things. Depend¬ 
ing on the performer’s level of 
professionalism, your friends in St. 
Louis either saw the exact same 
show that you saw in Chicago the 
night before, or they saw some¬ 
thing with slight variation. For me, 
the nicest thing about attending a 
concert is the way in which it en¬ 
hances familiar material, or intro¬ 
duces me to brand-new material. 

Therein lies my problem with 
Road Rock VI (Reprise) by Neil 
Young, “friends & relatives.” Do I 
really need an 18-minute version 
of “Cowgirl in the Sand?” What 
about a 10-minute version of 
“Tonight’s the Night?” Does any¬ 
one? The previously unreleased 
“Fool for your Love” has a retro 
quality that adds to its appeal, and 
Young’s cover of Dylan’s “All Along 
the Watchtower” is made more 
special by the presence of Chrissie 
Hynde on guitar and vocals. 

At least Young sounds fully en¬ 
gaged. On One Night Only - The 
Greatest Hits (Universal), Elton 
John sounds as if he called in his 
performance on his mobile 
phone. On his previous live al¬ 
bums, it was as if he were singing 
directly to you from the stage, 


through your stereo speakers. He 
could produce chills of delight. I 
got chills a couple of times listen¬ 
ing to the new album, but they 
were mainly on the guest duets. 
Ronan Keating, of Boyzone, 
seemed to keep Elton on his best 
behavior on “Your Song,” and up- 
and-coming diva Anastacia kept 
Elton sharp during “Saturday 
Night’s Alright (for Fighting).” 

Brothers Noel and Liam Gal¬ 
lagher of Oasis often have a hard 
time being in the same room, no 
less the same stage, with each 
other. On their double-disc live set 
Familiar to Millions (Epic/Big 
Brother), the Gallaghers sound as 
if they’re doing their best to get 
along in front of the throngs at¬ 
tending their concert at Wembley 
Stadium during the summer of 
2000. There are live versions of 
songs from their most recent stu¬ 
dio album Standing on the Shoul¬ 
der of Giants (“Go Let it Out,” 
“Who Feels Love,” “Gas Panic!”), 
as well as their hits “Supersonic,” 
“Wonderwall,”“Live Forever,” and 
“Champagne Supernova.” Oasis 
also treats their British fans to 
covers of Neil Young’s “Hey Hey, 
My My (Into the Black)” and the 
Beatles’ “Helter Skelter.”

better than the script, and the film 
did well. Now married to Olivier, 
they were Romeo and Juliet, on¬ 
stage in New York; her notices 
were poor. But she was superb as 
That Hamilton Woman (1941), 
opposite Olivier’s Lord Nelson. In 
1942 she toured Britain in Shaw’s 
The Doctor's Dilemma, a critical 
and commercial success. Plagued 
by tuberculosis, she didn’t film 
again until Caesar and Cleopatra 
(1945). She and Claude Rains ex¬ 
celled in this ponderous version of 
Shaw’s play. She scored in the Lon¬ 
don production of Thornton 
Wilder’s By the Skin of Our Teeth, 
playing Sabina, the part created by 
Tallulah Bankhead on Broadway; 
but exhaustion forced her to with¬ 
draw after 79 performances. She 
looked lovely in 1948’s Anna 
Karenina, but was overwhelmed 
by the role; critics unfavorably 
compared her with Greta Garbo’s 
1935 movie. 

Down under 

Leigh and Olivier toured Aus¬ 
tralia in, among other plays, 
Richard III, and in 1949 he direct¬ 
ed her in the London production 
of gay playwright Tennessee 
Williams’ A Streetcar Named De¬ 
sire, a huge success, although the 
role drained her emotionally. He 
agreed to Paramount’s offer to 
film Carrie and she accepted the 
movie of Williams’ play, the only 
lead not from the original New 
York cast. Her Blanche, flawlessly 
matched by Marlon Brando’s 
Stanley, is a landmark perfor¬ 
mance, evoking heartbreak and 
terror in her slow descent to mad¬ 
ness. Even previous unbelievers 
were dazzled. Williams sang her 
praises, and again she was named 
Best Actress by the Academy and 
the New York Critics. The Oliviers 
were in New York, successfully al¬ 
ternating Shaw’s Caesar and 
Cleopatra with Shakespeare’s 
Antony and Cleopatra, when word 


came about the Oscar win. 

Their marriage was in trouble, 
and she began an affair with Peter 
Finch, her co-star in Elephant 
Walk. After some location shooting 
in India and Ceylon, she had a ner¬ 
vous breakdown and was replaced 
by Elizabeth Taylor in this 1953 
potboiler. The Oliviers reconciled 
and next year starred on stage in 
Terrence Rattigan’s The Sleeping 
Prince. The following season they 
appeared at Stratford in Macbeth 
and Twelfth Night, and her reviews 
were scathing, but she was good in 
the poor movie of Rattigan’s The 
Deep Blue Sea (1956). When Olivi¬ 
er directed the film of The Sleeping 
Prince, re-titled The Prince and the 
Showgirl (1958), he bypassed her 
for the much younger Marilyn 
Monroe, although he repeated his 
stage role. They divorced in 1960, 
and in 1963 she triumphed in the 
Broadway musical Tovarich, win¬ 
ning a Tony. 

She was deeply moving in 
Williams’ The Roman Spring of 
Mrs. Stone ( 1961), the author’s fa¬ 
vorite of all the movies made from 
his works, although most critics 
didn’t agree. In 1965 she sailed on 
Katherine Anne Porter’s Ship of 
Fools, once again heartbreaking as 
an aging, vain, and bitter beauty. 
Her final New York appearance 
was with John Gielgud in 
Chekov’s Ivanov in 1966. She died 
the next year from tuberculosis, 
aged 54. 

For much of her life, she suf¬ 
fered from violent mood swings, 
possibly triggered by tuberculosis 
medication. Treatments included 
electric shock. Today, she would 
have better medical options. 
Friends feared the fragile Blanche 
was too close to her real self, and 
that her triumph exacted too high 
a price. Perhaps. But her impact in 
two very American and very 
Southern roles remains unforget¬ 
table and disproportionate to her 
movie output. When the Ameri¬ 
can Film Institute named the Top 
25 actresses of the century, Leigh 
finished 16th. Some would place 
her even higher. ▼

Karrnal Knowledge 


L ike the new opera intendant 
who thinks it’s themes that 
will make the success of her 
season, forgetting that what peo¬ 
ple want in an opera is a decent 
tune, fuck the theme, porn pro¬ 
ducer and director Bruno Riccel- 
li’s got themes: glory holes and sex 
for hire. That these are two el¬ 
ements that defuse the hu- _ 
manizing aspects of sex, 
level it to lust alone, is 
fine with Riccelli. He 
positively revels in the 
impersonal, cold trans¬ 
action. Along with his 
only passably competent 
filmmak¬ 
ing, that’s 
what 

makes five 
of the movies he’s released in the 
last four years so dismissable. 

Riccelli’s first feature was 
1997’s Glory Holes of LA, which set 
the (low) standard. In it, a tedious 
drag queen cops the least likable 
of Phyllis Diller’s mannerisms 
while taking us on a tour of Los 
Angeles’ glory holes. Since camp 
and cock are a queasy mix, we’re 
thus put off before the sex even 
begins. Once in the sex clubs, we 
encounter a handful of otherwise 
reliable performers (Matt Brad¬ 
shaw, Peter Wilder, Paul Morgan) 
whose erstwhile appeal is tra¬ 
duced by Riccelli’s unflattering 
lighting, cold location shoots, in¬ 
organic scene flow, and composer 
Sharon Kane’s yard-goods synthe¬ 
sizer muzik. This formula is re¬ 
peated with hardly a variation in 
subsequent visits to Glory Holes of 
San Francisco (which does heat up 
in a decent bout between Marcus 
Iron and Vince Bandero at Blow 
Buddies), and the recent Glory 
Holes of Chicago (which has its 
moments in an effective Men’s 
Room scene that has some cocks 
worth getting excited about and a 
cocksucker who gets excited). 

Face it, now. There’s really not 
much glory to that eponymous 
hole. I believe in a heart/genital 
connection, and there’s little 
about glory hole sex to foster that. 
Take a look at a typical Riccelli 
scene, set in one of those ultra¬ 
fake porno restrooms. One fellow 
hugs a wobbly partition while an¬ 
other bangs his forehead on the 
other side as he slurps up whatev¬ 
er bacteria has been left on the 
hole’s rim by previous users, with 
the wall between them looking 



like the dividing line in a split¬ 
screen scene from an early Brian 
De Palma movie. And that’s what 
the sex is like: people in two dif¬ 
ferent scenes trying against odds 
to connect. 

The single-minded focus that 
glory holes force on cock and cock 
alone can be thrilling, and I’m so 
well acquainted with anonymous 
sex that I call her Nonny. So al¬ 
right; it’s about lust. But 
with Riccelli’s inabili¬ 
ty to recreate a sex 
Club’s atmosphere, or 
evoke more than the 
r most mechanical 
couplings from his 
performers, his 
movies are more like ex¬ 
poses of 
lust’s 

_ shallow¬ 
ness. If 

this is the kind of action you like, 
you’ll like to see it more effective¬ 
ly portrayed than this. 

Hard cash 

Lust is made similarly routine 
in Riccelli’s second film, which an¬ 
nounced his other theme: cash for 
sex. Street Hustlers whizzes us 
around LA as well-heeled Johns 
pick up street types. In the first 
two scenes, the hustlers take their 
clients to the same backyard. Al¬ 
though none of the performers in 
this flick are gonna be stars, some 
of them would be worth a visit, if 
only they weren’t served up so 
desultorily. 

What does get undistracted at¬ 
tention in Street Hustlers is the 
price of sex and the exchange of 
money, neither of which is soft¬ 
ened or disguised. Riccelli gets 
positively hard behind cash, and 
records its presence with greater 
singularity than any of the sex he 
stumbles across. While screwing, 
his performers chant litanies to 
money, testimonials to the benefi¬ 
cial effect it has on the sex act. The 
presence of cash is so uplifting for 
Riccelli that it transforms what 
would be crudely cynical into 
something mildly refreshing. It 
makes not only his performers 
smile, but his camera as well. 

And that may be what made 
Riccelli’s newest movie surpris¬ 
ingly good. Hustlers Club is only 
about the sale of sex. "The titular 
business is kind of a sex 
club/restaurant. It’s even got a 
menu on the wall: Blow Job, Get 
Fucked, Daily Special. There’s no 
plot. Guys come in, announce 
their desire, are quoted a price,

slap down the cash (it’s strictly 
payment in advance), and get the 
goods. 

And wonderment! The goods 
are great. Riccelli actually stays 
with the action .instead of shred¬ 
ding it. The presentation of pur¬ 
chased goods is something to be 
lingered upon, so we actually get 
to spend time with such delectable 
boys as the bantam buddy Billy 
Knight and better-known Jackson 
Price (more boyish and bouncy 
here than in the brooding fisting 
flicks he’s made for Chris Ward). 
They straddle and rock upon the 
hips of their partners, their cocks 
hobbling mightily. And there’s a 
swell scene in which a muscle- 
bound cop pays for a threeway. 

What made this movie turn 
out so much better than any of 
Riccelli’s others? Its videography 
and music are improved. It’s got 
humor, some beautiful cocks, and 
the real thing: performers who are 
actually getting off. It seems that 
in the gleefully explicit pricing 
and selling of sex, Riccelli has 
turned the screw on his singular 
fixation, and in the process be¬ 
come a successful pornographer. 
Although Riccelli’s glory hole 
films are generally distancing, 
Hustlers Club is a decent dirty 
movie. We’re not talking art here. 
But it works. ▼

iscovering a fine new poet 
I is always a pleasure. Nancy 
wm Boutilier’s newest book of 
poems, On the Eighth Day Adam 
Slept Alone: New Poems (Black 
Sparrow, $16), establishes her as 
an extraordinary poetic voice. 
Consider the stunningly power¬ 
ful, yet seemingly simple poem, 
“The Price of a Muse.” “I write 
for/ resurrection/ to see bodies re¬ 
assemble/ and rise/ I’ve tried to 
write my dog/ off of the pave¬ 
ment/ ... My writing/ has not 
saved me/ It won’t/ save you/ But 
let me try/ to raise us up.” 

“Modern Sainthood” is a dark 
look at our age, with its “holy pa¬ 
perwork... layered with apathy 
and mold.” Boutilier assures her 
readers that “In this age/ of caste/ 
and cast off/ only our rage/ will 
save us.” In “Prayer Meeting,” 
written in memory of Randy 
Shilts and Matthew Shepard, she 
challenges all of those who hate in 
the name of God. 

Don’t think for a moment that 
Boutilier has only darkness and 


anger on her mind. Her poetic 
voice finds much that is humor¬ 
ous, sexy and fun. “Buying Time” 
will appeal to anyone with too 
many tasks and too little time. 
Boutilier wants at least a dozen 
Octobers: “I want to celebrate/ 
your birthday often/ at least/ once 
a month.” And what, she wonders, 
“What if God is a creep/ who 
wishes He was taller/ and who 
didn’t get the girl/ who picks on
